Surrogate James A. Foley declined 
yesterday his election as leader of Tam-~ 
many Hall to succeed the late Charles 
F. Murphy on the. ground that his 
health would not enable him to stand 
the strain of leadership. 

Word of, Judge Foley's declination, 
which reopened the question believed to 
‘have been settled by his acceptance un- 
der pressure the night before, was re- 

‘ceived at Tammany Hall about 3 
o’clock in the .afternoon and followed 
his prostration by what his physician, 
Dr. John E. Herrity, characterized as a 
“complete nervous collapse.”’ 

This information was followed closely 
by the receipt of a letter to William 
Allen, Chairman of the Tammany Ex- 
ecutive Committee, from Judge Foley, 
in which the latter said his physician 
had advised him that his health would 
break down under the strain of lead- 
ership within thirty days. 

Dr. Herrity described the Surrogate’s 
condition as serious but not dangerous, 

“He is in bad shape and has suf- 
fered a complete nervous collapse with 
nervous indigestion,’’. Dr. Herrity said. 
“He will be in bed for a week or ten 
days. ; 

Doctor to Order a Rest. 


, “Judge Foley has been under a great

phy. There. is no organic trouble, It 
would be suicide for him to take the 
leadership.

Liquor Seized and Six Arrests 
Made by Agents in Picca- 
dilly Rendezvous. 


Broadway is to be as dark as Tenth 
Avenue before the Summer is. over. 

That was the _ prediction of Ralph 
Oyler, Federal agent, last night at the 
end of another spectacular prohibition 
raid which came hard on the heels of 
the padlocking of nine cabarets on Wed- 
nesday. 

Last night’s objective was the Picca- 
dilly Rendezvous at 121 West Forty- 
fifth Street, just east of Broadway which 
has been one of the nmiost brilliant spots 
in the city’s post-Volstead night life. 

The raid was executed by Ralph Oyler, 
chief of the Federal Narcotic Division, 
who has figured in other recent pro- 
hibition raids, Mr. Oyler said that two 
of his men, visiting the restaurant with 
women assistants, had been gathering 
evidence for a week, each time noting 
the number of the waiter who served 
them.

Simply the Start of a Clean-up.

William 
Hayward, United States Attorney, is 
aiding us in making investigations and 
in prosecuting these cases.’’ 

Asked if there soon would be more 
padlocks, Mr. Oyler said there were 
several more warrants to serve before 
that question could be answered. 

Last night Mr. Oyler and his men took 
their accustomed seats in the Piccadilly 
Rendezvous. After drinks were served to 
them they arose and went‘to the back, 
where there is a bar. A search revealed 
the alleged liquor. It was seized, and 
the arrests followed. The place was 
crowded, but apparently little attention 
was paid to the agents by the patrons.

Meyers recited that the revocation or- 
der was based on two grounds, namely, 
that the 1,001 marks of merit credited 
to Rabiner by the commission had not 
been earned and that there was reason- 
able basis for the belief that he planned 
to leave the jurisdiction of the State. 
In the latter connection Meyers admit- 
ted that his client had received an offer 
of employment in Chicago and had 
asked the commission’s permission to go 
there. He added that the commission 
had refused and Rabiner, therefore, did 
not leave. Meyers argued that the only 
theory on which the commission could 
revoke the parole was that Rabiner had 
violated it. He insisted there had been 
no violation and, therefore, the revoca- 
tion was illegal. It was for the com- 
mission to allot him the marks of merit 
if it desired, he said. 

‘He has been reporting when required 
and has been in constant touch with 
the commission voluntarily since the re- 
cent publicity began,’’ went on Meyers. 
‘‘In response to clamor or political ex- 
igency an order was issued arbitrarily, 
without notice or investigation, and he 
was deprived of the liberty granted him 
in a fair way. His return to prison 
could have been effected legally only by 
a sworn complaint before a Magistrate 
and a trial of the facts by a jury in the 
Supreme Court.”

IGNORE COOLIDGE’S PLEA 


Measure Made Effective July 1 
—Opposition Centres Only 
_on Quota Exemptions. 


VETO IS DECLARED CERTAIN 


But the President’s Chances of 
Preventing Repassage Are 
Regarded as Slim.

WASHINGTON, May 15,—By over- 
whelming majorities, both the Senate 
and House today adopted the confer- 
ence report on the immigration bill, in- 
cluding the Japanese exclusion provision, 
and disregarded President Coolidge’s re- 
quest that the exclusion clause be de- 
ferred until 1925. The act, as passed, 
will go into effect on July 1, this year. 

The vote in the Senate was 69 to 9 for 
the conference report, and in the House 
308 to 58, in each case much more than 
sufficient to override any veto. 

Senator Robinson, the Democratic 
floor leader, before the vote was taken 
drew from Senator Reed of Pennsyl- 
vania, Chairman of the Senate con- 
ferees, the statement that the date when 
Asiatic exclusion should become effective 
was put at July 1 of this year, instead 
of immediately, as provided in the 
original Senate bill, without any thought 
being given to the negotiation of a ‘‘gen- 
tlemén’s agreement’’ with Japan, and 
that the conferees had held that immf- 
gration was strictly a domestic issue. 


Presidential Veto Forecast, 


The opinion was expressed tonight in 
Administration circles that *Presf{dent 
Coolidge would veto the bill because of 
the insistence of Senate and House on 
the provision which would make Japa- 
nese exclusion effective July 1, and thus 
wipe out any hope of having the anti- 
Asiatic clause softened by diplomatic 
negotiations. There was a good deal of 
speculation, however, as to what would 
be the final result, opinion generally 
being that a -veto would be overridden, 

If Japanese exclusion were the only is- 
sue at stake, there would apparently be 
little or no chance of the President hav- 
ing his way. The only hope of sustain- 
ing a veto would seem to lie in a com- 
bination of the few Senators who oppose 
the exclusion clause with others who 
believe that quota exemptions and other 
compromise provisions accepted by the 
Senate conferees defeat the purpose of 
the bill. 

President Coolidge has sought to have 
the clause dealing with Japanese exclu- 
sion become effective only in 1925 or 
1926, believing that a more satisfactory 
solution of the problem could be ob- 
tained if time were given for diplomatic 
negotiations with the Japanese. The 
House, however, refused to agree to any 
such proposition, 

There has been no announcement from 
the White House concerning the Pres- 
ident’s attitude, but it is understood 
that Secretary Hughes has advised him 
to disapprove the bill. 

Some idea of the sentiment In House 
and Senate may be obtained from the 
rapidity with which the conference re- 
port was accepted today. Debate was 
limited in the House and the trend that 
it took showed .that practically all op- 
position to the bill as reported was on 
grounds which had nothing to do with 
the “exclusion’’ issue. Chairman John- 
son of the Immigration Committee led 
the debate and made a strong argument 
for the bill. 

In the upper chamber, Senator Lodge, 
the floor leader, and Senator Reed of 
Pennsylvania, who had charge of the 
bill, led the forces which urged its 
adoption without unnecessary delay. 
Here again there was not a voice raised 
against the provisions in the bill deal- 
ing with Japanese exclusion, although 
two or three Senators, among them Mr. 
Colt, Republican, of Rhode Island,

Leaders Agree House Will Oedrtide Bonus Veto; 
Test Is Expected to Come in’the Senate Monday 


WASHINGTON, 


May 15.—Representative Longworth, Repub- 


lican floor leader, and Representative Oldfield, Democratic whip, 
both predicted tonight the Bonus bill would easily be passed in the 
House over the veto of the President by the necessary two-thirds 


majority. 


Senator Curtis, sponsor of the bill in the Senate, said tonight 
the measure would be taken up for a vote there immediately upon its 


receipt from the House 


If passed by the House, it is bglieved the 


bill will be brought to the Senate on Monday. 
Supporters of the bill claim a majority of at least four over the 


necessary two-thirds in the Senate. 


Likewise, American Legion officials who have conducted a careful 
poll say that the bill can pass in the Senate by a comfortable margin, 
if there is no radical change in present sentiment. 

This is the second time a Bonus bill has been vetoed. Two years

Text of the President’s Message 
Announcing Bonus Bill Veto 


Condemns Measure as Unsound Financially, Unfair to the Taxpayers 
and Destructive of Patriotism—Says Bill Would End 
All Hope of Tax Reduction.

WASHINGTON, , May 15.—Following 
is the text of President Coolidge’s mes- 
sage to Congress vetoing the Bonus bill: 


To the House of Representatives: 

Herewith is returned, without ap- 
proval, H. R. 7959, a bill ‘‘to provide 
adjusted compensation for veterans of 
the World War, and for other pur- 
poses.”’ 

The bill provides a bonus for the 
veterans of the World War and de- 
pendents of those, who fell. To certain 
of its beneficiaries, whose maximum 
benefits de not exceed $50, this bonus 
is to be paid inymediately in cash. To 
each of its beneficiaries who are not 
to receive such Immediate cash, pay- 
mént, there is to be provided free in- 
sufance under a twenty-year enduw- 
ment plan. The face value of each* 
policy will be based upon the military 
service, the average amount being at 
least $962, payable at the expiration of 
twenty years or at death prior thereto. 
After the lapse of two years the holder 
of a policy may borrow thereon from 
banks at reasonable rates of interest. 
If amounts so borrowed are not repaid 
by the veteran the Government is ob- 
ligated to pay to the barks this indebt- 
edness, which ultimately reducés the 
maturity value of the policy. 

An appropriation of $146,000,000 for 
the fiscal year 1925 will be required 
to provide the prorated annual cost-of 
the insurance and tg meet cash pay- 
ments to those not receiving such in- 
surance. This does not include ad- 
ministrative costs, which will amount 
to approximately $6,500,000 the first 

‘year. For the fiscal year 1926 an ap- 

propriation of $155,500,000 will be re- 
quired and the annual appropriations 
for the twenty-year period will aggre- 
gate, according to the lowest estimate, 
$2,280, 758,542. These and the other 
figures herein are from the Veterans’ 
Bureau, but the Treasury estimates 
are materially more. 

That part of the annual appropria- 
tion not required to meet the cash 
bonus or to pay policies maturing on 
account of death will be invested in 
Government bonds. The face value of 
the bonds thus acquired plus the in- 
terest thereon reinvested will equal 
during the twenty-year period the ma- 
turity value of the insurance policies, 
aggregating at the lowest estimate 
$3,145,000, 000. 


Sees Dangers in bond Provision, 


The money spent for the acquisition 
of these bonds manifestly cannot be 
spent for any other purpose, no mat- 
ter how urgent our other requirements 
may be. In other words, we will be 
committing this nation for a period of 
twenty years to an additional average 
annual appropriation of $114,000,000. 
This, of itself, should require most 
serious reflection, but if we are to 
have such commitment it should be in 
some form which would be in har- 
mony with recognized principles of 
government finance. The provisions 
of this bill are not so in harmony. 
Under it the Government will not have 
in the fund in 1945 $2,500,000,000. All 
it will have willbe its own obliga- 
tions, and it will owe $2,500,600,000 
cash. It will then be necessary to sell 


to the public this $2,500,000,000 of 
bonds—a major operation in finance 
which may be disastrous ‘at that time 
and may jeopardize the value of Fed- 
eral securities then outstanding.

Taxes Must Be Reduced. 


The prosperity of the nation, which 
is the prosperity of the people, rests 
primarily on reducing the existing tax 
burden, No other action would so en- 
courage business, No other legislative 
enactment would do so much to relieve 
agriculture. The drastic executive 
campaign for economy in Government 
expenditures has but one purpose~ 
that its benefits may accrue to the 
whole people in the form of reduction 
in taxes. I cannot -recede from this 
purpose. I am for the interests of the 
The expenditures pro- 
posed in this bill are against’ the in- 
terests of the whole people. I do not 
believe they are for the benefit of the 
veterans. 

The running expenses of the Govern- 
ment for services and supplies must 
be met. Certain other obligations in 


,the nature of investments for improve- 


ments and buildings are necessary, 
and often result in a saving. The 
debts of the nation must be paid. The 
sum of all these is a tremendous 
amount. At the present rate it is 
nearly $35 for each resident of our 
country, or $175 for each average fam- 
ily every year, and must be for some 
time.. This bill calls for a further ex- 
penditure in the aggregate of nearly 
$35 for each inhabitant, and lays near- 
ly $175 more on each family, to be 
spread over a period of twenty years. 
No one supposes the effort will stop 
here. Already suggestions are made 
for a cash bonus, in addition, to be 
paid at once. Such action logically 
would be encouraged if this bill be- 
comes law. Neither the rich nor the 
profiteers will meet this expense. All 
of this enormous sum has to be earned 
by the peoffe of this country through | 
their toll.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—President 
Coolidge sent his second veto to Con- 
gress today when he transmitted to the 
House a message disapproving the Sol- 
diers’ Bonus bill. 

The President’s argument today fol- 
lowed closely that of his veto mes- 
sage on the Bursum Pension bill, and he 
dwelt particularly on the inability of the 
Government to meet the heavy expendi- 
ture that would be entailed by the Bonus 
bill. He declared that there was no 
moral justification for such compensa- 
tion after the insurance already provided 
for the service men and the provisions 
made for the wounded and ill.

| where it was received in silence, even by 


Republicans who are confident that the 
arguments of the President will not pre- 
vail to change enough votes to prevent 
the. vete being overridden.

His message today stated that the com- 
pensation measure would require an 
appropriation, of $146,000,000 in the fis- 
cal year 1925, which would eat far into 
the surplus for that period. 

No provision has been made In the tax 
bill for caring for the bonus, yet if it 
is made into law, the money for paying 
for it must come from somewhere, and 
this large sum would be added to the 
deficit from the tax bill,

No way exists by 
which we can either ualize the bur- 
dens of. give adequate financial re- 
ward to those who served the nation 
in both civil and miijtary capacities 
in time of war. The respect and 
honor of their country will rightfully 
be theirs forevermore. But patriot- 
ism can neither be bought nor gold, It 
is not hire and galary, It is not mia- 
terial, but spiritual. 

It is one of the finest and highest 
of human virtues. To pitempt to pay 
monvy for it is to offer it un un- 
worthy indignity which eheapens, de- 
bases and destroys it. Those who 
would really honor patriotism should 
strive to match it with an equal cour- 
age, with an equal fidelity to the wel- 
fureof their country, and an equal 
faith in the cause of righteousness.

DECLARES EXCLUSION 
A ‘COLOSSAL BLUNDER’ 


Dr. James H. Franklin Says Japa- 
nese Think We Ignore Inter- 
national Courtesies. 


The passage by Congress of the Im- 
migration bill with the clause exclud- 
ing the Japanese was criticized yester- 
day as a “colossal blunder’ by Dr. 
James H. Franklin, Foreign Secretary 
of the American Baptist Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society, who returned recently 
from a four months’ trip to the Orient. 
Dr. Franklin was in Japan when the 
ews was received that Congress had 


passed the bill. 

“Despite the fact that the Japanese 
are deeply hurt by our attitude,’’ he 
said, “their treatment of Americans 
was not affected, Never at any time 
did I experience one act of discourtesy. 

“What offends them is the fact. that 
Congress seems to have ored the 
courtesies of international relations and 
proposes to abrogate the gentlemen's 
agreement in a way that the Japanese 
do not-consider gentlemanly. A group 
of the most distinguished men in Japan 
told me that the Japanese were ready 
to keep all immigrants away from Amer- 
ica, but felt humiliated that America 
deemed it necessary to keep a sign 
posted on her front door: ‘No Japanese 
Admitted,’ It is true that.the Japanese 
are not specifically mentioned in the 
Immigration pill. ut the speeches in 
Congress advertise to the world the 
people who are specifically in mind.” 

Dr. Franklin flouted the idea of war 
resulting. There was a considerable 
outburst of feeling at first, he said, but 
the Japanese papers took the lead in 
urging upon the people a spirit of for- 
bearance. 

“Americans in general fail to appre- 
ciate the high reaare in which so many 
Japanese have held the United States,’’ 
he added. ‘‘Nor do they realize at all 
the aspirations of the Japanese who 
have made such phenomenal progress in 
the past fifty years toward becoming 
a mediating influence between the Occi- 
uent and the Orient. In this connection 
I may repeat what was said to me by 
Dr. Dan, head of the Mitsui Company, 
one of the fares commercial organiza- 
tions of the world. 

“An blow that comes from. the 
United States,’ he said, ‘is crushing. 
‘We shall try to bear it, but it causes 
internal bleeding, We thought we were 
proceeding along the lines approved by 
the American people and in conformity 
to American pfinciples. Had it come 
from some other part of the globe, it 
oy a not have caused us so much 
pain. 


HERRIOT CRITICIZES 
OUR JAPANESE POLIC 


He Predicts World-Shaking Hap- 
penings if Western States In- 
sist on Exclusion. 


PARIS, May 15.—Edouard Herriot, 
leader of the Radical Socialists, on 
whom, according to general opinion, 
President Millerand must call to form 
lthe new Ministry, has caused a slight 
sensation by a newspaper article which 
is regarded as criticizing the American 
Congress for the provision in. the Immi- 
gration bill for Japanese exclusion. The 
article, which was published in L'Infor- 
mation today, apparently was written 
before Sunday’s election. 

“Were we wrong,” M. Herriot aske in 
the artic'e, “when we said that the 
decision of the United States was grave 
| and that France, now the mistress of 
Indo-China, would make a mistake if 


she did not interest herself in 
decision?” 

M. Herriot, who appears to have 
studied the question of immigration dur- 
ing his trip to the United States, re- 
views the history of the entire contro- 
versy and says he agrees with critics of 
the American attitude who forecast events 
which will shake the world to the foun- 
dation ef civilization” if Western States 
refuse to admit the Japanese, who are 
bound to find an outlet somewhere. If 
barriers are raised against them, he 
adds, they will ultimately break them 
down, 

At the Foreign Office it was said no 
one was authorized to speak officlally 
for M, Herriot, but that it was felt 
there the article in question intended 
no reflection on the motives underlying 
the action of the United States Senate. 
It was thought quite probable that the 
aricle of . Herriot was one of a 
article written long before the elections 
for a newspaper to which he is a regu- 
lar contributor. 


DAVIS THEIR CANDIDATE. 


Washington and Lee Students Hold 
Mock Democratic Convention.

LEXINGTON, Va., May 15.—John W. 
Davis of West Virginia was named last

JUDGES OVERRULE 
COOLIDGE PARDON 


Chicago Federal Court Sends 
Grossman, Saloonkeeper, to 
Jail for the First Time. 


PRESIDENT IS CENSURED 


Executive Clemency In Contempt Is 
Called the Death of Judiciary 
Independence. 


CHICAGO, May 15,—President Cool- 
idge exceeded his authority in pardoning 
Phillip Grossman, Chicago saloon keeper, 
sentenced to jail for contampt of court 
by former Federal Judge K, M. Lan- 
dis, according to opinions handed down 
today by Federal Judges James H. Wil- 
kerson and George A. Carpenter. 

As a result of the opinions, Grossman 
was in jail tonight, beginning the 
serving of a year’s jail sentence of 


which he had not previously served any 
ortion due to the fact that he received 
xecutive clemency before he was in- 
carcerated, 

The case, recently investigated by the 
Senate Daugherty committee, had its in- 
ception when Grossman was brought be- 
fore former Judge Landis in 1922 for 
violating an injunction restraining him 
from selling Hquor, He was sentenced 
for contempt, but the case was appealed 
until last March. Then commitment 
papers were issued for him, but a par- 
don from the White House arrived be- 
fore s had been apprehended and placed 
n jail. 

Judge Carpenter wrote and read the 
opinion deciding that the President had 
no right to pardon Grossman and Judge 
Wilkersen concurred, but submitted a 
supplementary opinion giving his reasons 
for so doing. 

The Judges termed the matter “a 
political-legal question’’ but made no ef- 
fort to determine the moral propriety of 
the particular pardon involved, limiting 
themselves to the question of Presi- 
dential power in case of contempt. 

They decided that the President can- 
not have pardoning powers in contempt 
cases without infringing upon the con- 
stitutional province of the judicial 
branch of the Government. 

“The power to punish for contempt,”’ 
the decision said, ‘‘is inherent in and es- 
sential to the very existence of the 
judiciary. If the President is allowed 
to substitute his discretion for that of 
the courts in this vital matter, then truly 
the President becomes the _ ultimate 
source of judicial authority. 

“Such a holding would be a distortion 
of that cardinal principle of American 
institutions that the executive, legisla- 
tive and judicial branches of Govern- 
ment are coordinate and proudly inde- 
pendent.”’ 

The opinion ended by ordering the 
United States Marshal to take Grossman 
into custody, which was done. 

Grossman's attorneys said tonight the 
will file a writ of habeas corpus with 
the Clerk of the Supreme ourt at 
Washington and that the case will be 
fought to the final authority. 

Grossman had no statement to make 
when taken to jail, where he gave his 
occupation as a clerk and was assigned 
to work on records at the institution. 


Quotes the Constitution. 


The Constitution gives the President 
power to pardon ‘‘offenses against the 
United States’’ only, and ‘‘there are no 
offenses against the United States, save 
those declared to be such by Congress,"' 
declared Judge Carpenter. Contempt 


cases, therefore, he held to be outside 
that category. 

“The President derives his pardoning 
ower from Article II., Section 2 (Q), of 
he Constitution, which provides: “The 
President * * * shall have power to 
grant reprieves and pardons for offenses 
against the United States, except in 
cases of impeachment,’"’ said Judge 
Ca nter, 
“There is no Federal common law. 
There are no offenses against the United 
States, save those declared to be such 
by Congress. The people could counter- 
feit with impunity were it not for legis- 
lation to’ the contrary. Murder on the 
navigable waters of the United States 
rnight be a pastime were it not for Con- 
gressional action.” . 

Judge Carpenter made it clear that the 
“question to be determined * * * has 
nothing to do with the propriety of the 
President's pardon,” but with his right 
to pardon. ‘‘It is no answer,’’ he sald, 
“to say that the President would not 
abuse the power if it were so extended, 
The clear constitutional separation of 
departments was not based on possi- 
bilities.”’ 

**We believe,”’ he explained, ‘‘that con- 
tempt ie a genus of open disregard for 
orders of the court and that whatever 
the species and variety, defiance is In- 
volved, and that in no case, in the ab- 
sence of clearly expressed powers to the 
Sxecutive, can pardon be granted to the 
offending party if punished.”’ 

Referring to the theory that the Crest- 
dent should be vested with authority to 
pardon offenses ‘‘against laws which it 
s his duty to execute,’’ Judge Car-

eeeteod with enforcing obedience to the

“It has been urged that the President 
of the United States in the past, under 
the advice of the various Attorneys 
General, has exercised the power to 
pardon for contempt. All we have to 
say * * * is that time and acquiescence 
cannot consecrate a wrong. Criminals 
surely have no vested rights in pardon 
privileges and construction of the Con- 
stitution by the department usurping a 
power cannot control. * * * 


Sees Usurpation of Authority. 


“Prima facie such pardon power con- 
flicts with the independence of the judi- 
cial branch of the Government. The 
assumption of such power by the Execu- 
tive is a usurpation of authority, be- 
cause of the separation of departments 
under our organic law; because even 


the king’s pardoning power was re- 
stricted; because a contempt commit- 
ment is not reviewable on an appeal ex- 
cept on the question of jurisdiction; be- 
cause contempt is not a crime, and the 
power to punish it is not an exercise of 
criminal jurisdiction; and because par- 
dons are addressed alone to criminal of- 
fenses. * * 

“Tf by recognizing the judicial branch 
of the Government as independent and 
supreme within its own sphere, the peo- 
ple of this country have created a mon- 
ster akin to that recounted in the Frank- 
enstein romance, nevertheless they have 
retained in their own hands the weapon 
with which to destroy it. Nineteen 
times has the fundamental law of the 
land been amended, and there is no limit 
to further amendment save the will of 
the people.”’ 

The opinions of the Attorneys General 
of the United States in 1841, 1845 and 
1852 as to the President's power of par- 
don were declared by Judge Wilkerson 
to have been based upon an erroneous 
assumption that the President stood in 
a somewhat similar position toward the 
United States courts as the King of 
ae toward the English courts. 

“It was well said that the Rewer to 
tax -is the power to destroy; it is just 
as true that the power to pardon for 
contempt is the power to destroy judi- 
cial authority,’’ said qutes Wilkerson. 
‘“‘Nor is it permissible to draw an arti- 
ficial distinction based upon the method 
which must be employed or the form of 
the mandate which must be used in 
dealing with obstructions of judicial 
power. As was stated by Chief Justice 
White in Toledo Newspaper Company 
vs. United States, ‘the test * * * is the 
character of the act and its direct ten- 
dency to prevent and obstruct the dis- 
charge of judicial duties.’ 

“Judicial authority is destroyed and 
the function of the courts as the guar- 
dians of the Constitution is impaired in 
just the same way by an act in defiance 
of the courts’ prohibition as by the re- 
fusal to perform an act until com- 
pelled by the courts. 


Says Judiciary Is at Stake. 


“To allow such power in the executive 
is to strike a death blow at the inde- 
pendence of the judiclary,’’ added Judge 


Wilkerson. 

‘The power to punish for contempt is 
inherent in, and essential to, the very 
existence of the judiciary. If the Presi- 
dent is allowed to substitute his discre- 
tion for that of the courts in this vital 
matter, then truly the President be- 
comes the ultimate source of judicial 
authority. Such a holding would be a 
distortion of that cardinal principle of 
American institutions that the execu- 
tive, legislative and judicial branches 
of government are coordinate and proud- 
ly independent.

Stone Refuses to Comment, 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—Attorney 
General Stone declined to comment to- 
day on the action of Federal Judges 
Carpenter. and Wilkenson in Chicago, 


who denied the right of the President 
to issue a pardon in civil contempt pro- 
ceedings. 

The case was regarded at the Depart- 
ment of Justice as raising technical 
legal questions, which none of the At- 
torney General’s staff cared to discuss 
without first having given the questions 
thorough study. 

The authority of a court to enforce its 
order has generally been recognized by 
the Administration, especially by the 
Department of Justice, it was pointed 
out by other officials . In such matters 
the Courts are usually represented by 
the Federal District Attorney and the 
utmost cooperation ts shown. 

The records of the Department of Jus- 
tice disclose, it was added, that exercise 
of executive clemency has enerally 
been considered impossible where the 
applicant was under unishment for 
contempt of court. Under previous Ad- 
ministrations the Department of Justic 
has refused to make any recommenda- 
tion to the President In contempt cases, 

The theory has been that when the 
courts to sustain themselves and enforce 
their orders have resorted to punish- 
ment for contempt they must not be in- 
terfered with in any way by the execu- 
tive branch.

ate was against the acceptance by the

Senator Shipstead opposed the bill be- 
cause of his belief that it would con- 
flict with the La Follette Seaman's act, 
although Senator Reed of Pennsylvania 
insisted that such was not the fact. Mr. 
Shipstead had the support of Senators 
Ladd and Frazier of North Dekota. 

‘When the bill was reported to the

‘Would not the deferment of the op- 
eration of this act, so far as the Asiatic 
exclusion is concerned, tend to open the 
door to a ratification of the gentlemen’s 
agreement up until the first day of July, 
19247'’ he asked, 

“Not at all,’’ replied Senator Reed. 
“There is no recognition in the act of 
the existence of any such thing as a 
gentiemen’s agreement, We do not even 
go so far as did the Quota act of 1921, 
which referred to such agreements gen- 
erally. é do not even do that in this 
act.’ 


Senator Harrison, Democrat, of Mis- 
sissippi, attacked the conference report 
on the ground that adegste of exemp- 
tions insisted upon by the House would 
permit many immigrants above the 
quota to enter the country, Senator 
Reed insisted that such was not the case 
and that the exemptions actepted were 
those which would let in the fewest in 
excess of the quotas.

CONFERENCE OPENS 
‘ON IMMIGRATION 


Rome Welcomes Delegates of 
58 Countries to Greatest 
Session of Kind in History. 


MUSSOLINI GIVES KEYNOTE 


Says Nations of the World Must 
Solve the Great Problem of 
Labor Migrations.

ROME, May 15.—In the presence of 
the King and all the high dignitaries of 
State, Premier Mussolini this morning 
inaugurated with great solemnity the 
greatest international conference which 
has ever been convoked. Tepresenta- 
tives of no less than fifty-eight nations 
are gathered-here- to discuss various as- 
pects of the problems of immigration 
and emigratior,, and to lay down general 
principles which should guide all Gov- 
ernments in decisions of international 
agreements to regulate the flow of im- 
migrants. 

In his inaugural speech as Honorary 
President, Mussolini, after calling at- 
tention to the importance of the gather- 
Ing, said that at a time when all in- 
ternational: organizations created for the 
purpose of promoting legislation in 
favor of the workers are showing ever 
greater activity, the Italian Government 
had felt the utility of convoking a con- 
ference of all the powers to consider in 
all their aspects the problems of immi- 
gration and emigration. 

‘Every country feels,’’ he continued, 
“that its Government has the duty of 
watching over its sons who emigrate to 
take work abroad. This cannot be done 


without close collaboration between the 
different countries, Coyntries of emigra- 
tion must not meddle with the affairs 
of foreign countries, just as countries of 
immigration must not extend their in- 
tervention, not even indirectly, outside 
their territory. : 

“Governments, however, out of defer- 
ence to.the laws of humanity, should 
get together and attempt to arrange 
matters so that the removal of in 
viduals from one country to another 
may take place with reciprocal satisfac- 
tion and in mutual interest. 

“Emigrants must not be considered as 
ordinary cargo. Emigrants must find 
outlets which shall zeny compensate 
their labor and safeguard their entity, 
which shall render their departure from 
home as easy as possible, which shall 
offer good conditions of life, which, as 
far as is possible, shall give them the 
same advantages as the local workers 
whose labor they share. 

‘This is a large field which will permit 
many international agreements to be 
| concluded, and it is the object of this 
conference to establish general princi- 
ples on which such agreements between 
the various Governments. shall be 
founded. 

“Two kinds of interests and rights 
| must be conciliated before any concrete 
solutions can be reached, On the one 
hand we have the political, economic 
and-social interests of the countries of 
immigration. On the other we have 
safeguarding of the lives and health and 
legitimate interests of foreign workers 
by means of rules which shall be just 
to both.” 

Before ending his speech Mussolini 
made a veiled reference to recent Ameri- 
can restrictive measures on emigration 
which he accepts as an accomplished 
fact, but which, in his opinion, will not 
| last long. 

“The conditions of the world’s labor 
market,”’ he said, “are at present favor- 
able to restrictionist tendencies which 
have manifested themselves in certain 
countries, and we have no means of 
altering this state of things. As. how- 
ever, this condition of mind in these 
countries cannot last long, and as the 
word shows ever clearer symptoms of 
settling down economically, it is obvi- 
ous that we should sow seed which shall 
grow into clearer and wider understand- 
ings between all peoples in the field of 
labor,"' 

After the speeches in reply had been 
made by the President of the League of 
Nations Council, by the President of the 
International Bureau of Labor and by 
the Argentine Minister of Agriculture, 
the conference broke up for the morn- 
ing. It meets again in the afternoon to 
appoint its officers and various com- 
missions to examine and discuss differ- 
ent sections of the program. 

The work of the conference is divided 
into seven main sections: First, trans- 
portation of emigrants; second, hygiene 
and sanitary services; third, collabora- 
tion between the emigration and immi- 

ration services of various countries; 
ourth, welfare work among emigrants 
at embarkation and debarkation points, 
and special care of women and children; 
fifth, methods to be adopted for propor- 
tioning emigration to the needs of the 
countries of immigration; sixth, develop- 
ment of cooperation and the welfare of

‘Does the Senator think that the con- 
ferees were carrying out the instruc- 
tions of the Senate when they declined 
that invitation, which would have re- 
duced the immigrants who might enter 
under the quotas and come closer to the 
views of the Senate?’ asked Senator 
Harrison, 

‘“T am absolutely certain of it,’’ re-| 
plied Senator Reed, ‘‘because if we had | 
yielded to that request we might have 
opened up this agreement and we 
would have lost benefits of this act to 
a far greater extent.”’ 

Senator Lodge, Kepublican floor lead- 
er, Made a short address in support of 
the conference report. He had Been, he 
said, in favor of an immigration bill 
as adopted by the Senate, which would 
have extinguished all of the exemptions. 

‘But to me the general result far out- 
weighed anything else, This is legisla- 
tion which is going to stretch into the 
centuries, and it is going to make a 
change for the better in the quality of 
our immigrants,’’ Senator Lodge said. 

Compared with the general import of 
the bill, Senator Lodge inaisted, the 
eonceasions which had been made to the 
House conferees were of small impo 
tance, He charged that Senator Har 
son Was now dragging the bill into polf- 
tics for the first time, a declaration 
hm Senator Harrison indignantly de- 
nied. 

Senator Lodge also insisted that if the 


‘conference report had been reopened it 


would have reopened the Japanese ex- 
clusion question. 

Senator Shields, Democrat, of Tennes- 
see, joined with Senator Harrison in the 
attack upon the exemptions agreed to 
and asserted that with the entry of 
aliens from Canada and Mexico, from 
600,000 to 700,000 had come into the 
country last year. He charged that the 
conference. report was a ‘‘legislative 
abortion.’’ 

Senator Reed resented this statement 
and declared that the only exemptions 
to which the conferees agreed, which 
were not in the original Senate bill 
were those which included the wives of 
American citizens and children under 
eighteen years of age. He estimated 
that ta could not possibly admit more 
than 10, in addition to those admitted 
under the quotas by the provisions of the 
Senate bill, 

Senators Shipstead and Norris debated 
t length upon the effect which the con- 
erence report would have upon the La 
Follette Seamen's act, but to all of these 
arguments Senator Reed insisted that 
the bill, as reported, would not make 
alterations in the Seamen's act and that 
the yore at issue was merely concern- 
ing the construction of one of the pro- 
visions. . 

There were persistent calla for a vote 
during this debate and finally Senators 
Norris and Shipstead gave way and the 
poll was taken, 


House Debate Brief. 


Debate in the House of Representa- 
tives on the conference report was lim- 
ited to one hour, Not a single protest 
was raised against the exclusion of

rejected President Coolidge’s proposal 
that the effective date of the Japanese 
exclusion be fixed for March 1, 1925, to 
give him time to negotiate a new ar- 
rangement with Japan on the subject of 
immigration. 


Immediatety upon the ‘convening of 
the House at noon, Chairman Johnson 
of the Immigration Committee moved 
the adoption of the conference report. 
He was vigorously applauded as he rose 
to speak. Mr. Johnscog made an im- 
passioned exclusion speech, in which he 
indirectly criticized resident Coolidge 
and Secretary Hughes for efforts to deal 
with the immigration question through 
the medium of pomaey 

‘*A vote for this conference report is 
not a vote against the President of the 
United States,’’ sald Mr. Johnson. ‘“The 
President offered 4 suggestion and Con- 
gress retused to adopt it, Congress has 
the right to make laws on immigration. 
We are through with making treaties or 
agreements on this subject. Ags one con- 
siders aj] the troubles and the seven- 
teen years of misunderstanding under 
the gentlemen's agreement with Japan, 
one may readily predict that neither the 
present Senate nor any future Senate 
will ever ratify a treaty relating wholly 
to immigration, It is safe to assume 
that the public will never countenance 
another gentlemen's agreement with any 
nation in the world,’ ‘ 

President Coolidge’s pagpestion that 
the exclusion provision e postponed 
until 1925, and then vacated if in the 
_meantime a treaty dealing with immi- 

ration were negotiated with Japan, 

fr. Johnson asserted, was put forward 
‘for recognized diplomatic necessity. 

“The House feared that this proposal 
might lead to other proposals by which 
Congress might lose its right to parti- 
cipate in the control of all matters per- 
taining to immigration. Japan must be 
consoled with the fact that we are 
treating that nation much better than 
China was treated. We broke a treaty 
absolutely with China through the Scott 
law in 1 and the Gary law in 1902. 

‘Many nations have protested against 
this particular bill and others will pro- 
test, but we propose greatly to restrict 
immigration from all the nations, not- 
withstanding we recognize Japan as one 
of the great powers. We presume that 
Japan will go on with her desire to ex- 
tend its zone of influence in the Far 
Bast, and that there is a well-defined 
policy in that direction these who have 
made any study of our diplomatic rela- 
tions with Far Hastern countries well 
know, 

‘We respect all nations, but we pro- 
pose to control immigration and we pro- 
pose to exclude and propose further to 
Segert all aliens who defy our laws or 
endanger our Government. 

"I believe your votes today will have 
better effect and do more for the wel- 
fare of the United States now, and fifty 
years from now, and for all time, than 
any legislation we can conceive.”’

Pablic Life Soon—Clemen- 
cean in Paris.

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PARIS, May 15.—With this morning’s 
issue André Tardieu’s newspaper, | 
L’Echo National, passed out of exist- | 
ence. It was founded by M. Clemen- | 
ceau and M. Tardieu at the end of 1921 | 
for the propagation of their peace policy, 
and its demise will depriye Paris of one 
of its most vigorous organs of political 
criticism. 

M. Tardieu and practically the whole 
of the Clemencist party having been de- 
feated in the elections, there is now no 
further reason for the newspaper’s ex- 
istence. Like most Paris journals of 
opinion, it cost more than it made, and 
in bidding farewell to his realers this 
morning the former French Commis- 
sioner to America writes that it has 
cost him money and health in an effort 
to prevent the Parliament of 1919 fall- 
ing into the errors which today cost it = 
its majority, and his experience should so 
be a warning to others ay ine oR 

Out of the elections M. Tardieu has aay 
emerged as one of the most valiant of 
the defeated. He was not defeated by 
his political opponents, but by the 
French electoral system. When the|} 
election campaign began he had the} 
alternative of heading the list of can- 
didates himself in the Seine-et-Oise De- | 
partment, in which case he would un- 
doubtedly have benefited by the system 
and been elected. But though he had 
been a vigorous critic of Premier Poin- 
caré on many occasions, he decided to 
make common cause with the Premier's 
candidates against the Communists and 
Socialists. This decision cost him his 
seat, but he can claim that his defeat 
by the working of the quotient system 
cost the Left three seats in the Chamber. 

M. Tardieu obtained 76.000 votes in 
his department, against 60,000 to the 
first man on the Communist list and 
46,000 to M. Franklin-Bouillon, the first 
man on the Radical-Socialist list, both 
of whom were elected under the propor- 
tional system. M, Tardieu’s defeat is 
therefore by no méans a personal snub, 
and it is with philosophy that he has 
accepted it. Though the last Chamber 
never followed him and never gave him 
its entire confidence, he has now the 
consolation that he was more right than 
the majority and the Government on 
many vital questions. 

M. Tardieu is too young and too able 
a man to disappear for long from 
French political life, but for a time he 
has decided to rest and recuperate, and 
perhaps write. 

Today he welcomed back to Paris his 
former chief, M. Clemenceau, whose ex- 
perience of the political ingratitude of a 
democracy can rank with is ex- 
perience of Kings. George Mandel, M. 
Clemenceau'’s former lieutenant, also 
was among the electors’ victims. Of the 
three he alone is likely to take his de- 
feat seriously, for in M. Tardieu’s phrase, 
“he lives only for politics. He is a 
political monk. For myself,’’ M. Tar- 
dieu added, “it is another matter, I 
love life far too much not to be already 
consoled.”

DEFENDS. OFFICIAL PROBITY 


Attacks Plan to Tax Surplus and 
Thus “Dry Up Source of 
Prosperity.” 


GOOD WILL A WAY TO PEACE 


Says We Can Further Our Policies 
Without Reflecting on Other 
Peoples—Gets a Medal. 


Discussing the integrity of American 
public officials as a whole at the dinner 
of the National Institute of Social 
Sciences at the Hotel Astor last night, 
Secretary of State Charles Evans 
Hughes said that ‘‘it is remarkable that 
the standards of official integrity are 
60 Well maintained.”’ 

Most of the political evils were as- 
ecribed to inefficient administration ma- 
chinery and defects in the administra- 
tion of criminal law, by the Secretary, 

The speech of Secretary Hughes was 
made after the presentation to him of 
the gold medal of the National Institute 
of Social Sciences in recognition of his 
life of public service, and especially of 
his part in the arms limitation confer- 
ence. The presentation speech was made 
by former Judge Alton B. Parker. 

The medal was one of three to be 
bestowed by- the institute, One of 
these was presented after an address 
by Bishop Charles Henry Brent to Mrs. 
c. Lorillard Spencer, who went to the 
Philippines eleven years ago and car- 
ried on a civilizing work among the 
Moros which won great tribute from 


General Leonard Wood, General Persh- 
ing and all others who have had to do 
with the Bhilippines. 

The third medal was bestowed, after 
a presentation speech by William C, 
Redfield, on Walter Hampden ‘‘in rec- 
ognition of his constructive services to 
literature and the drama and for his 
effort to preserve the traditions of the 
days of Booth, Barrett and Lawrence.” 

Chester 8. Lord, President of the In- 
atitute, presided. After returning thanks 
to the Anstitute, e address of Secre- 
tary Hughes continued as follows: 

“Our greatest difficulty seems to lie 
in Government, although politics is our 
dominant activity. In our forty-eight 
commonwealths and hundreds of muni- 
cipalities, and in our Federal organiza- 
tion, we have the greatest profusion of 
Governmental agencies, and through 
candidacies and campaigns of one sort 
or another the most unceasing politital 
activity the world has ever seen under 
one flag. We feel that the results, how- 
ever gratifying in parts, are far from 
satisfactory and are not commensurate 
with the enormous efforts put forth. 


Defends Probity of Officials. 


“Contrary to popular notions, the 
trouble is not with the probity of offi- 
cials. Considering the large area of po- 
litical action, the opportunities of 
power, the solicitations of those of our 

eople, rich and poor, who are constant- 
y trying to bend official action to their 
favér, and the small recompense of pub- 
lic officers, it is remarkable that the 
standards of official integrity are so 
well maintained. I believe that official 
deréliction is rare and that the busi- 
ness of Government on the whole is hon- 
estly administered, with a higher level 
of integrity than the average of private 


e. 

“The difficulty is rather with the ef- 
ficiency of the Governmental machinery. 
For example, ‘we have good reason to 
congratulate ourselves on_the probity 
and impartiality of our judicial Admin- 
istration. Our judges almost without 
exception enjoy high repute in their 
communities as honest and industrious 
public servants. Notwithstanding this, 
perhaps the gravest concern today is 
the inadequacy and lax enforcement of 
law through the deficiency of the admin- 
istration of the criminal law. 

“This is not only true with respect to 
aubtle and less easily cetected forms of 
erime, but with regard to crimes of 
violence, threatening the security of life 
and property. In this respect we make 
an unfortunate showing as compared 
with other nations, for example Great 
Britain and France. 


Says Laws Should Be Enforced. 


“A special committee of the American 
Bar Association recently made an illum- 
inating report on this subject. They 


tell us that there occurred seventeen 
@o-called murders in London in 1922, 
not one unsolved. In 1921 there were 
si -three murders in all England. and 
Wales, while in the same year there 
were 260 murders in New York and 137 
in Chicago. The report further states 
that in 1921 there were ninety-five rob- 
beries throughout all England and 
Wales. In 1919 there were 121 robberies 
throughout all France. In 1922 there 
were reported 1,445 robberies in New 
York City and 2,417 in Chicago. While 
the years mentioned are not exactly the 
fame, the comparison is most striking 
to our disadvantage. 

‘‘While we are talking much of other 
things, the question of enforcing our 
laws is the most urgent of all. Fortu- 
nately, our Bar Associations are giving 
it earnest attention. The responsibility 
for the evil is well distributed. Criminal 
rocesses are too dilatory, juries are 
oo indulgent, Judges are too lenient 
in sentences. The public opinion that 
should be directed to the enforcement of 
the law is too readily turned by efforts 


' to capitalize sensation into an indulgent 


curiosity disposed to look at the process 
as a sort of exciting game with sympa- 
thy largely for the pursued. 


Swift Justice Needed. 


“What is needed is not gossip about 
crime or the spread of scandalous ru- 
mor. but immediate prosecution, convic- 
tion and punishment, where competent 


evidence exists, with a swiftness and 
adequacy which sacrifice none of the 
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tion .of governmental’ activities.

Any one who takes a despa view 
examine the immense amount of work 
examine the immensee amountt.of work 
that is done for our Government-by men 
of exceptional talent and by scientists 
of eminence who are giving priceless 
service to the country for a remunera- 
tion so inadequate as to be’ ridiculous. 
They labor under ‘the difficulties cre- 
ated by efforts to make lavish outlays 
for purposes of little or no benefit to 
the community, while administration of 
most important promise is held under 
the strictest economy. Unless we have 
a better sense of proportion wé shall 
drive our best men out of the public: 
service and bring even our most hopeful 
governmental ‘activities to a lower level 
of efficiency. 

“The obstacles we encounter in the 
improvement of Government are easily 
recognized, Of course the greatest is 
the lack of knowledge on the part of the 
people or rather lack of appreciation 
of what will really serve the “interests 
of the community, a condition which 
furnishes abundant opportunity for mis- 
leading appeals, Thus, every one should 
know that the only hope of a reason- 
able degree of prosperity for an increas- 
ing population, the only prospect of bet- 
tering living conditions, is through the 
investment in productive enterprises of 
the surplus gains of production. ov2r 
consumption. We must have a surplus 
and it must be used to develop enter- 
prise. How fatuous to dry up this 
essential source of prosperity by plans 
of taxation which discourage enterprise 
and yet are stridently proclaimed as 
being in the interest of the people! How 
melancholy the spectacle of an insistence 
by a community in self-impoverishment ! 


Public Must Appreciate Facts. 


*Mere diffusion of information is not 
a sufficient corrective. There must be 
intelligent appreciation of facts. The 
main trouble is not jn the table spread 
before the country nor in its appetite 
for information, but in its digestive 
processes. It is not strange that we, 


have such diversity of opinion as to 
governmental matters. Even in the 
sciences, when we come to hypotheses 
and prediction, there is little agreement, 
and in those sciences that deal with 
human conduct, what contrariety ap- 
pears! Indeed the very facilities of ac- 
quiring and diffusing information and 
opinions develop the tendencies to dif- 
ferentiation, the insistence on individual 
points of the view, the dissolution of old 
groupings. The unceasing enterprise of 
the press and novel. methods of commu- 
nication make easy every new appeal, 
and particular interests seize upon the 
multiplying opportunities for ropa- 
ganda, giving to organized minorities a 
disproportionate and menacing power. 
‘There is only one course to pursue. 
You cannot find a remedy in repression. 
You cannot find it by railing at the 
processes of democracy or by attempt- 
ing to secure their abandonment or lim- 
itation. You must work out the solu- 
tion through democratic methods. Your 
hope must be in liberty of opinion, in 
that freedom of speech and of press 
which is consistent with the “essential 
conditions of peace and order. Use 
the new facilities to present truth as 
“ts - see it and trust to experience, the 
est, if the most expensive, of teachers 
to develop the discriminating judg- 
ment which alone will make democracy 
an instrument of progress. 


No Menace to Our Security. 


“In respect to our international rela- 
tions it is important that we should ap- 
preciate the fortunate position we hold 
and govern our conduct accordingly. 
The first object of foreign policy is se- 
curity, and happily so far as we can 
see into the future we are safe from the 
slightest danger of aggression. 

*‘We recognize our immunity, not that 
we may boast but rather that we may 
appraise our duty and _ responsibility. 
We observe with solicitude the vast eco- 
nomic burdens that bear heavily upon 
the nations of the world and we know 
that in no power or possible combina- 
tion of powers lies any menace to our 
security. 

“The peoples of the earth turn to us 
with good-will and desire our good-will 
in return. There 1s no occasion to vindi- 
cate our proper authority, for no one 
challenges it. There is no reason to 
demonstrate our ability to take care of 
ourselves, for no one doubts it. There 
is no reason why we should not ade- 
quately protect our interests and further 
our policies in a manner that will reflect 
our respect for other peoples and our 
friendly disposition toward them. 

“It should be easy for us to cultivate 
friendships. That is the way to gain 
the opportunities of intercourse which 
we seek throughout the world. We are 
a peaceful people, and it is well for us 
to remember that we rely on friendship 
and good-will, not on force or threats 
of force, to extend our influence and 
win adherence to our international pro- 
posals. 


How Can We Promote Peace? 


“But there is more involved than the 
adoption of suitable methods to protect 
our own interests, important as these 
are. How can we promote the peace of 
the world? The most promising way is 
to preserve the opportunities of concilia- 


tion and adjustment, which naturally 
belong to us, by fostering a friendly dis- 
position. Our detachment from many 
political rivalries gives us a desirable 
réle, not that of a meddlesome intruder, 
but of a disinterested lover of peace 
whose good offices are at all times 
available. But all this depends on mak- 
ing the cultivation of friendships a dis- 
tinctively American policy to be fur- 
thered by the demonstration of our 
sense of justice and by the respect we 
show for the feelings of others. 

“Happily in this hemisphere causes 
of controversy are rapidly diminishing. 
Almost all of the old boundary disputes, 
fertile sources of enmity and strife, are 
being settled. One by one the wells of 
controversy are drying up. Only the 
other day, through the good offices 
which we were privileged to extend, Co- 
lombia and Panama established diplo- 
matic relations and adjusted a long- 
standing difference. 

“The difficulties in this hemisphere are 
no longer those of strife between na- 
tions, but rather of strife within nations. 
It is our earnest desire to see the prac- 
tice of revolution superseded by the 
orderly processes of constitutional gov- 
ernment. We have had recently a dis- 
tressing situation in Honduras, where 
constitutional government came to an 
end. Fortunately through our mediation 
and that of the Central American re- 
publics a basis of peace and restored 
order has been found. 


Only One Avenue to Peace. 


“There is only one avenue to peace. 
That is in the settlement of actual dif- 
ferences and the removal of ill will. 
All else is talk, form and pretense. How 
are existing differences to be settled? 
One way is by institutions of justice, 
through which conflicting views and in- 
terests of the sort that may be dealt 


with by a judicial tribunal are disposed 
of in that way. It is to our interest not 
only to have our own controversies 
peacefully determined, but to give our 
support to the established methods of 
judicial administration by which other 


essentials of justice, that is of specific|nations may have their controversies 


accusation, confrontation of witnesses, 
fair and impartial trial with defenses 
heard but the sentiment of justice domi- 
nanf. 

“It is time also that we give serious 
thought to.the question whether the 
privilege against self-incrimination 
should be maintained. It was long ago 
held by the Supreme Court of the United 
States that this privilege was not an es- 
sential of the due process of law guar- 
anteed by the Fourteenth Amendment.

WILBUR URGES AID 
FOR MERCHANT SHIPS 


Declares for Preparedness 


Against War and “‘No Surren- 
der to Plea of Pacifism.” 


MAKES PLEA FOR SUPPORT 


Secretary and Others Ask Help for 
Merchant Marine at Con- 
gress Dinner. 


The merchant marine is essential to’ 
the commercial life of the country and 
it is the merchant marine ‘supporting 
the navy that wins wars, Secretary of 
the Navy Curtis D. Wilbur told mem- 
bers of the American Marine Congress 
at a dinner last night at the Waldorf. 
More than 400 attended. At one point 
in his speech Secretary Wilbur said: 

“YT do not expect to aid you in your 
problems concerning the merchant 
marine, for these problems are more fa- 
iliar to you than to mé, but I can at 
least remind you of the lessons of recent 
history, unhappily too easily forgotten. 
Let us not ride in foreign ships and point 
the finger of criticism at the rotting 
hulks of our great and unused merchant 
marine.” 

This sentiment also was contained in 
the address of Gommissioner Bert BD. 
Haney of the Shipping Board, who as- 
serted that neither American travelers 
nor American shippers give the whole- 
hearted support to the American mer- 
chant marine that nationals of other 
countries give to their merchant marine. 

Secretary. Wilbur spoke first of the 
wars this country has fought to main- 
tain her merchant marine. He continued 


in part: 

“The World War demonstrated that 
@ merchant marine is vital to the wel- 
fare of a great State. wy, with- 
out the ability to use hers, lost the 
war, and, tragically enough, her great 
passenger ships furnish the ready 
means for her defeat. England was 
utterly dependent upon. her merchant 
marine, and her Allies in turn rested 
upon her. Singularly enough, notwith- 
standing the fact that the greatest 
armies in the history of the world were 
for four years engaged in a war of un- 
paralleled ferocity and expenditure of 
men and money, Germany trusted her 
fate to her ability to destroy merchant 
ships, and we ours to our ability to 
checkmate such destruction. We ‘sent 
an army to Europe which might not 
only be helpless because of ck of 
munitions of war, but also might have 
starved themselves and their allies 
without a supporting merchant marine.”’ 

The navy and the merchant marine, 
Secretary Wilbur said, are interdepen- 
dent, and the Panama Canal, essential 
to the national defense, is supported by 
the merchant marine. He urged that 
‘‘we go forward in our merchant ma- 
rine, our army and our navy with ade- 
quate and _ reasonable preparedness 
against war by preparing for war,” and 
not “‘surrender the achieveménts of the 
honored dead to a plea of pusillanimous 
pacifism.’’ 

. C. Palmer, President of the Fleet 
Corporation, spoke of the condition of 
shipping at present and contended that 
American lines are at a great disadvan- 
tage because of the’ differential with 
respect to foreign-owned lines. It is 
necessa. for the American -people to 
decide what shall be done; what form of 
aid shall be given, he held. He fore- 
told the ultimate transfer to private in- 
terests of the lines being developed by 
the Fleet Corporation.

LONDON, May 14.~The Mount Everest 
Committee has now received written re- 
ports from Major Hingston and a letter 
from General Bruce since he fell 
ill at Tuna with malafia and was com- 
pelled to return to Darjeeling. 

It appears that at Tuna, on the Tibe- 
tan plateau, General Bruce must have 
taken a chill, for tn the middle of the 
night he had a sudden attack which 
greafly weakened him, and he lost 
weight rapidly. In these circumstances 
Major Hingston decided that the only 
thing to do was to obtain a stretcher 
from the medical authorities at Gyantse 
and to take the General back to Yatung 
and thence to Gangtok. 

General Bruce bore the journey well 
and is apparently now restored to nor- 
mal health, but in the opinion of Major 
Hingston it would be extremely unwise 
for him to go back to Tibet until he has 
been through a thorough course of anti- 
malarial treatment, since a repetition of 
the attack in Shekar or in the Rong- 
buk Valley would be very much more 
serious, owing to the impossibility of 
getting him down to lower altitudes 
without a prolonged journey. 

In these circumstances it is improbable 
that General Bruce will be able to re- 
join the expedition in Tibet. 


ZONE OF SILENCE TEST 
MADE WITH MELINITE 


Ten Tons Exploded in Paris in 
‘Effort to Solve a War 
Mystery.

PARIS, May 15.—Ten tons of melinite 
were exploded at La Courtine for the 
scientific study of the propagation of 
sound this afternoon, according to 
schedule, but the results are,slow in ar- 
riving at the capital from the various 
points of observation throughout France. 

The explosion was heard at Mulhouse, 
but not at Marseilles, which was much 
nearer and apparently is in the zone of 
silence. ; 

An interesting feature of the -experi- 
ment was /that made with animals. 
Guinea pigs were placed in twenty-three 
holes at varying distances—20 to 100 
meters frcm the explosion. At twenty 
meters a fox terrier also was tied. Of 
all the animals only one guinea pig 
was killed. 

The experiment was due to the fact 
that ems the World War heavy gun- 
fire was inaudible at some locations, 
while at others, further away, it was 
distinctly heard.

BERLIN, May 15.—The Dawes report 
is the ‘‘King Charles's head’’ of present- 


day German politics. No matter what a 
German starts talking about, it is 10 to 
1 he will finish up with a blessing or 
a@ curse upon the Dawes report. 

This is shown anew in a manifesto is- 
sued by the Reichstag delegation of 
Foreign Minister Stresemann’s German 
People’s Party declaring they would co- 
a with any party willing to protect 

e German nation, accept the Dawes 
report as basis for reparation negotia- 
tions, and continue the foreign policy 
initiated by the present Government. 

This is a typical manifestation of the 
desire felt in all political circles here 
to find out how the Nationalists will 
stand in the new Reichstag. Reading 
between the lines it is taken—especially 
by Nationalist circles—to mean, ‘‘If you 
Nationalists will be good and forget 
your. pre-election thunderings against 
the Dawes report, you may have the 
privilege of forming a new Cabinet with 
the parties which now make up the 
Government.”’ These are the German 
People’s Party, Centrists and Demo- 
crats. It is possible that the latter two 
would also welcome the Nationalists 
into their arms if they showed moder- 
ation. 

That there is a good chance the Na- 
tionalists may, indeed, meet these re- 
quirements is shown by the moderate 
tone of recent statements by Dr. Hergt 
and other Nationalist leaders who fa- 
vor acceptance of the Dawes report and 
a conciliatory German foreign policy. 

Meanwhile the extreme Nationalists 
are heatedly demanding that the Marx- 
Stresemann Government refrain from 
further committing Germany to.accept 
the Dawes report before the meeting of 
the new Relchstag. These Nationalist 
‘‘kickers’’ point to the news that the 
Government is already drafting outlines 
of laws required for carrying out the 
Dawes report, which are to be submitted 
to the new Reichstag and angrily insist 
that in so doing the Government exceeds 
its authority, since it can only transact 
routine business until the meeting of the 
new Reichstag, after whieh the question 
j of what Government will continue run- 
ning Germany will be settled. 

The Dawes report again bobbed up 
when certain big industrialists declared 
they did not wish to be identified with 
the bulk of industrialists in favorin 
the report. These rebels have formec 

1a hew organization called the German 

Industrialist Union opposed to the pow- 
erful National, Association of German 
Industrialists. They say they do not 
consider the Dawes report a satisfactory 
basis for achieving German economic 
and financial reconstruction. 

Little progress can be expected re- 
garding political alignment in the new 
Reichstag until next week, when several 
leading parties will announce their po- 
sition on vital matters, such as Dawes 
réport, foreign policy, &c.

I had not varied from this 
determination once during the last 
three Weeks. 

Last night, at the earnest solicita- 
tion of Governor Smith, Mayor Hylan 
and National Committeeman Mack, I 
withheld its Issuance. You know I 
have repeatedly urged upon you all 
the inju to the party which would 
be caused by my acceptance of the 
leadership, followed shortly by a 
breakdown in health. I was com- 
pelled to send this morning for my 
personal physicians, Dr. John E. Her- 
rity and Dr. Herman Hoefling, and 
their positive orders to me are that I 
am not in fit physical condition to 
undertake such responsibilities. Thy 
say further that my health would 
break down under the strain within 
the™next thirty days. This period 
woula be the most important in all my 
service as leader. I repeat my for-

Ask General Assembly to Ignore 
Philaelphia “Overture” Pro- 
posing New Conditions. 


One hundred and fifty-five ruling el- 
ders of the Presbyterian Church have 
signed a memorial to the General Assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian Church, which 


will meet at Grand Rapids on May 22, 
registering their opinion in favor of mod- 
eration and latitude in theological views. 

The 155 elders endorse the ‘‘Affirma- 
tion’’ of 150 Presbyterian clergymen, 
which is anti-Fundamentalist in tone. 
The memorial opposes the ‘‘Overture’’ of 
the Presbytery of Philadelphia which 
asks the General Assembly to impose 
new tests to make sure of the ortho- 
doxy of persons holding general offices 
in the church. The memorial follows: 

‘We, the undersigned, ruling elders 
in the Presbyterzan Church in the Uni- 
ted States of America, would respect- 
fully memorialize the 136th General As- 
sembly, meeting at Grand Rapids, 
Mich., on May 22, as follows: 

“i. e declare that we are in accord 
with the opinions expressed in the docu- 
ment entitled ‘An Affirmation,’ signed 
by a number of ministers of our church, 
We offer a copy of thts document as a 
part of our memorial, and would associ- 
ate ourselves with its plea for the unity 
and liberty of the church, 

“2. We are opposed to the overture 

resented to this General Assembly by 

he Presbytery of Philadelphia, which 
asks that a certain doctrinal subscrip- 
tion be required of those who represent 
the General Assembly in the Boards, 
General Council, theological seminaries 
and other agencies of the church, on the 
ground that this overture seeks to im- 
pose new, and as we believe, unconsti- 
tutional tests on our ministers and rul- 
ing elders. We therefore petition the 
General Assembly to answer this over- 
ture in the negative.

“On the advice of the New York Dis- 
trict Attorney will you please inform 
ime of the date of the appearance of 
Jules C. Rabiner before your body?” 

This was the reply, signed by Thomas 
P., Minnick, Secretary of the commlea- 
sion; 

“In answer to your note of April 16, 
he will appear on Friday, April 25, be- 
fore this body, on which day he will 
be released.”’ 

Testimony developed yesterday led 
Commissioner Hirshfield to assall the 
inteHigence of the commiasion’s con- 
duct and its employes. After examining 
two parole officers, he exclaimed: 


Hirshfield Shocked. 


“That is the class of men the city 
depends on! God help us! No wonder 
clever lawyers and manipulators can 
get away with anything. Rabiner failed 
for $800,000 in the bucketshop game. 
Even with the atd of Einatein’s theory 
of relativity I am mystified in trying 
to fathom how he was_ given ,001 
marks. Of course, Judge McIntyre ap- 
proved those marks and then the Wall 
Street gentleman went out on parole. I 
am wondering how many marks a man 
gets who steala a toaf of bread.” 

The inquiry brought out that on Feb, 
15, only six days after Rabiner had 
been committed to Welfare Island, 
Chairman Cruger visited the prisoner to 
interview him with the end in view of 
possibly paroling him, Again the Ac- 
counts Commissioner made comment: 
‘Tl was told Rabiner had to work out 
1,001 marks to get his parole and that 
he had done so by April 25, I don’t 
know what method of arithmetic that 
commission used. The commission 
worked with extraordinary speed to get 
him out, Witness the visit to him of 
Chairman Cruger six days after his 
commitment to Welfare Island," 
Thomas F. Coyne, the parole officer 
assigned to investigate Rabiner'’s case 
prior to his release, testified that he in- 
terviewed Mrs. Rabiner about her hus- 
band’s character and learned from the 
superintendent of 25 Broad Street that 
Rabiner had maintained a suite of 
offices there for seven years. He said

Seven Parties Complicate Politics.. 


Americans, used to the _ two-party 
system, may wonder why M. Herriot, 
who will be weak in Parliament, will 
be named Premier, in all probability, 
instead of M. Briand, who would, it-is 
indicated, be much stronger. The reason 
is that there are seven parties ix France. | 

To defeat M. Poincaré there was es- | 
tablished a bloc of the Left parties, 
which extended from the Communists 
up to and including the National Rad- 
icals, of whom M. Briand is the leader. 
In the left bloc the big parties are the 
Unified Socialists and Radical Socialists. 
M. Herriot, head of the Radical Social- | 
ists, was campaign director. The Left 
bloc obtained with the Communists a 
majority of between 50 and 60, and 
without the Communists its majority is; 
half that number. There was, there- 
fore, a majority of more than 50 wait- 
ing to throw M. Poincaré out, but there 
does not exist any such majority to 
govern in place of the National bloc. 

The Radical Socialists, being the party 
with the largest number of votes, is the 
party’ to which President Millerand 
would naturally turn for a Premier, and 
M. Herriot heing its chief would_ be 
the natural choice for head of the Gov- 
ernment. But, as has been explained, 

¥%\ Mr. Herriot without the Communists has 
Yionly a majority of 20 or 25, which in 
@\ practice may become smaller. 

The Unified Socialists number 100. 
Heretofore they have had as a principle 
non-participation. in any Government 
under the existing constitutional provi- 
sions. Léon Blum, leader of this party, 
says now that its members should not 
consent to go into a Herriot Cabinet 
|but retain their entire liberty of action 
{in the Chamber. The party will hold a 
+i conference June 1 to decide whether or 
not to accept places in the Cabinet. 

M. Herriot’s prospects, therefore, come 
¥ | down to a Cabinet including-the Unified 
Y | Socialists, who favor nationalization of 
industry, a capital levy and a host of 
other ideas not favored py the majority 
of Frenchmen, or else forming a Gov- 
ernment of inembers of his own party, 
which holds less than 25 per cent. of the 
seats in the Chamber. He would then 
be open to attacks from both sides, and 
although Radical Socialists demand 
power and under the rules of the Re- 
public will get a chance at it, it is the 
best judgment of observers here that 
they could not last. 


Position of M. Briand. 


M. Briand’s party, small in number, 
is the Right Centre of the Chamber. A 
man of great experience, having been | 
eight times Premier, his Government 


would enlist the support of the members 
of the National bloc, who, M. Poincaré 
being impossible, would back M. Briand 
when it would never back M. Herriot. 
M. Briand’s game wouki be to form a 
Centre Left Government which, while 
taking in the Radical Socialists, would 
exclude the Unified Socialists and Com- 
munists. He would have a working 
margin of about 150 votes. 

It is believed this development will 
surely take place, the question being 
whether M, Briand will get into power 
before July 15, While both are firm 
supporters of the French policy of mak- 
ing Germany pay, the point is that Mr, | 
Briand’s position, especially during the | 
Summer vacation of the Chamber, 
would be immensely the stronger. 

Regardless of his personal opinion, 
President Millerand can probably not 
avoid naming M. Herriot Premier when 
M. Poincaré resigns June 1. It is said 
at the Elysée that he is anxious to ob- 
tain from whoever forms the Govern- 
ment an assurance that the Ruhr will 
not be evacuated, that the relations be- 
tween France and the Vatican will re- 
main unchanged and that there will be 
no recognition of Soviet Russia. How- 
ever, it is beyond the Constitutional 
powers of the President to impose 
these conditions as a sine qua non and 
should M. Millerand insist it\is probable 
that his resignation would be demanded 
by the majority of the Chamber, the 
Communists assisting. 

It is possible that the issue will not 
be made definite. Should M. Herriot 
become Premier he could, for the time 
being, reconcile Ruhr occupation with 
his former attitude and keep the troops 
there until the Dawes plan is in oper- 
ation. Again the Vatican issue might 
not come before the Chamber until next | 
December, when the Deputies will be} 
called on to vote an appropriation for 
the Ambassador. As regards Moscow 
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the English negotiations can provide an 
excellent excuse for going slow. 

But all these solutions are temporary 
and only tend to emphasize how pre- 
carious would be M. Herriot’s position 
as Premier. ’

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HID CZAR’S JEWELS 
~INBALLS OF YARN 


Widow of Soviet Guardian of 
State Treasure Kept Them 
Concealed Three Years. 


HE SUFFERED EXECUTION

Twelve Others of a Score Accused 
Died as Guilty of $250,000 
Theft.

MOSCOW, May 15.—The Moscow police 
have just discovered that a treasure of 
pearls, gold, emeralds and diamonds, 
including one blue-white stone of forty 
carats stolen from the State Jewel 
Department three years ago, were 
hidden most ingeniously in the apart- 
ment of the widow of one Lupachef, an 
employe of the Jewel Department, who, 
maintaining his innocence to the last, 
Was executed in the Fall of 1921 with a 
dozen or more others after the most 
sensational trial held in Moscow since 
the Revolution. 

At the trial in the first week of 
November it was established beyond 
doubt that upward of a quarter of a 
million dollars worth of jewels had been 
stolen. The accused persons, numbering 
about a score—all officiale—were be- 
lieved to have been responsible for the 
theft, but for the majority there was no 
direct proof of guilt. From the outset 
the affair was surrotinded by a curious 
atmosphere. 

The investigation was started—so the 
story went—by the report to the police 
of Countess M— that she met a girl in 


the street wearing a diamond sunburst 
which had been’ “‘requisitioned’’ from 
her by the authorities. 

“That you took my jewels is - bad 
enough,’’ the Countess said to the of- 
ficials, ‘‘but that you give them to your 
women is insupportable.’’ 

Inquiry showed that the sunburst was 
@ part of a great number of jewels mys- 
teriously ‘‘missing’’ from e safes of 
the jewel department. Further inves- 
tigation led to the arrest and trial of the 
officials. The accused strongly _— 
tested their innocence, and as the po 
passed and it become evident that the 
prosecutor was pressing for an ex- 
emplary sentence the tension grew in 
the crowded courtroom. 

It was one of the first public trials 
in Moscow after the institution of the 
new régime, and the big hall of the 
Nobels Club—which was the scene of 
the later trial of the Social Revolu- 
tionaries and of Lenin’s last lying in 
state—was packed with the families and 
friends of the accused. Finally, late at 
night, the presiding judge read the sen- 
tences—death to men and women alike, 
for the fortunate few long terms of im- 
prisonment and for one errand boy ac- 
quital. The tortured nerves of the spec- 
tators broke under the strain, and there 
was a rush toward the platform, which 
was guarded by a double row of sol- 
diers with fixed bayonets. 

Screaming hysterically, the crowd 
pressed upon the fence of steel. Judges 
stood white-faced and trembling, and 
bloodshed seemed inevitable when sud- 
denly, like a phantom, Djerjinski, the 
dreaded chief of the Cheka, appeared 
behind the judges’ table. He neither 
moved nor spoke, but his personality 
was all-powerful. The tumult died, and 
there was no sound save the convulsive 
sobbing of the wives, sisters and daugh- 
ters of the accused. , 

Then Dijerjinski motioned with his 
hand and the guards led out the doomed 
group in silence. So overwrought was 
the crowd that outside in the street they

‘AMERICA’S FOREMOST JEW.’ 


Max D. Steuer Thus Characterizes 
Rabbi Stephen S. Wise. 


Rabbi Stephen S. Wise was the guest 
of honor at. a dinner of the American 
Jewish Congress, of which he is Presi- 
dent, at the Hotel Astor last evening, 
in celebration of his fiftieth birthday, 
which he recently observed. About 500 
men and women attended the dinner. 

“fie American Jewish Congress has a} 


great task before it,’’ Rabbi Wise eaid, | 


‘‘and it might be charged by our critics 
that we have failed. In a sense we | 
have failed, save as it may be said that 
they never fail who greatly strive. But 
it is not the American Jewish Congress 
that has failed, it Ils America that has 


failed! For a time America has lapsed 
from the height of generosity and under- 
Standing compassion to the depths of 
unsympathetic indifference to the weal 
of the world. Granted that the Immi- 





gration bill be approved by the President | 
of the United States, and for his sake 
and my country’s sake I devoutly hope | 
it may be vetoed, that bill will yet be | 
repealed when America regains sobriety | 
after the moral debauch of five post-war | 
years! Our country is never perma- 
nently or even long in the wrong. Some- 
times it makes an erring choice, but 
never fatally perseveres therein. 

“Differ we shall in the future, as we 
have difered in the past. I shall con- 
tinue to reserve the right to speak my | 
mind on all great problems within and | 
without Israel. I shall no more consider 
that 1 am muzzled by the Presidency 
of the American Jewish Congress than 
I am muzzled within the pulpit of the 
Synagogues to which’ I minister. Nor 
shall 1 be afraid to point out to Israel 
its transgressions, nor to Jacob his sins. 
Least of all shall I be silent when I 
behold my country in danger of for- 
swearing the high prerogative of service | 
and nobleness which it is my calling as 
Jew and as American alike to urge my 
fellow-Americans to maintain and to 
magnify.”’ 

Federal Judge Julian W. Mack said 
that mainly through Dr. Wise’s close 
friendship with Woodrow Wilson the 
rights to minority peoples were made 
part of the peace treaty. Addresses 
were made also by Professor Israel 
Abrahams of Cambridge Creer 
Reuben Brainin, Lyon Cohen, Rabbi 
Israel H. Levintheal and Joseph Baron- 
dess, Max D. Steuer, who presided, re- 
ferred to Rabbi Wise as ‘America’s 
foremost Jew.”’

Early Days in Nieuw Amster- 
dam Are Revived in Celebra- 
tion at Town Hail. 


NEW YORK'S FIRST WEDDING 


The Bride Is Impersonated by a 
Descendant of the Original 
Sara ‘Roelofs. 


The days when New York was 4 vil- 
lage of 200 residents were revived in a 
pageant yesterday at the Town Hall in 
celebration of the 300th anniversary of 
the settling of New Amsterdam. The 
pageant was participated in by the de- 
scendants of the pioneers, many of 
whom are prominent in social and fi- 
nancial life today. 

‘*The Island of Manhathes’’ was pur- 
chased May 5, 1626, for $24. Se 
the first number was the bargain- 
ing for Little Old New York. ‘The 
history as presented began with a pro- 
logue in 1613, depi¢ted in appropriate 
costumes and settings, the following: 

In 1613 four vessels arrived here to 
establish a trading post, and four 
houses were built at about what is nov 
39 Broadway. This was seven years be- 
fore the Mayflower reached Plymouth 
Rock. The West India Company, wish- 
ing to be on good terms with the na- 
tives, the Indians, concluded to buy thx 
island from them, and. ordered Pete: 
Minuit to call together some of the 
chiefs. He paid in beads, buttons and 
goods about $24 for Manhattan. 

The next tableau showed the first 
achool in America, conducted for both 
boys and girls in New Amsterdam by 
Adam Roelantsen. His successor was 
Arien Jansen, who educated some of the 
leading personages in the colony. Tui- 
tion in those days was ‘‘two beavers per 
annum.” 

The next scene represented one of the 
first weddings in ‘‘Nieuw Amsterdam,” 
that of Dr. Hans Kierstede, the first 
practicing physician in the colony, ana 
Sara Roelofs. The bride’s mother was 
the celebrated Anneke Jans, whose sec- 
ond husband owned the land which later 
was known as the Trinity Church prop- 
erty. The Trinity property later was 
sold to Colonel Lovelace. One of te 


heirs failed to attend the sale, not car- | 
ing to bother with the cow pasture. | 


The land afterward was incorporate 


into the King’s Farm, and in 1708 war | 
presented by Queen Anne to Trinity 


Church.

THE RED CROSS LEAGUE. 


Judge Payne brings from Europe a 
report of the meeting of the Red 
Cross League—a league in which he 
as an American has taken part, even 
though this association in which fifty- 


one nations are represented, owes its 
existence to the, Covenant of the 
League of Nations. Section 25 of the 
Covenant reads: 


The members of the League agree 


to encourage and promote the estab- 
lishment and cooperation of duly au- 
thorized voluntary national Red Cross® 
organizations, having as purposes the 
improvement of health, the preven- 
tion of disease and the mitigation of 


suffering throughout the world. 


The connection of the World Court 
with the League of Nations is quite 
as tenuous, and yet while we speak 


in praise of our membership in an 
organization for protecting the health 


of the world, indeed take the direct- 
ing part in it, for Judge PAYNE is the 
President of the Red Cross League, 
we hold back from an association that 
seeks to protect that which is only 
less precious. We are ready to join 
in international measures to prevent 
the spread of plague and pest, to pro- 
mote child-welfare and nurse training, 
and to extend health education, but 
we hesitate to unite with these same 
nations to insure against that which 
may do more harm than any plague’ 
or pest—international injustice. 

At any rate, we may take satisfac- 
the part which America 
her Red Cross Society, the 
Near East, the American Women’s 
Hospitals, the Rockefeller Foundation, 
and other health-giving and life-sav- 
ing organizations, is taking in world 
physical welfare. No such compre- 
hensive effort has been made in the 
history of man to improve health 
standards, It indeed, as Judge 
PAYNE says, “ a-new cra in the world- 
wide propagation of health.’’ But the 
pestilence that walks in the darkness 
of cities and the destruction that 
wastes in the noondays of the tropics 
are not the most serious world men- 
aces. Graver than these are the hu- 
man ills which the League of Nations 
and its subsidiary agencies and the 
World Court are seeking to avert. 
MILTON pictures Satan as burning like 
a comet across the Arctic sky “ the 
length of Ophiucus huge,’’ and shak- 
ing pestilence and war from his horrid 
hair. Pestilence, the first of these, 
mortals are now banding themselves 
together to guard against. But the 
same sort of cooperation is required to 
prevent the other of the two great 
earth-evils. It is needed to prevent 
the spread of injustice’s infection and 
to stay “ the hand of war.”

SUN YAT-SEN. 


History can supply parallels to the 
ironic career of China’s-republican 
leader. The chief instrument in the 
overthrow of the Manchus and the 
first President-of the Chinese Republic, 
he came to be- regarded in his later 
years as one of the main obstacles to 
national appeasement and. reconstruc- 
tion. Dr. Sun’s death may bring 
nearer an end of hostilities between 
North and South China. That will be 
a gain, but it will Jeave unsolved the 
most difficult problem confronting the 
Chinese people. The virtually sover- 
eign powers of the military chieftains 
must be broken down and the shadowy 
Government at Peking must be lifted 
to something like reality. It was pre- 
cisely his contempt for the manikin 
Presidents and Parliaments at Peking 
that drove SuN YAT-sew into civil war. 
But it may be that if he had 
placed his talents at the service of 
Peking the struggle against the 
Tuchuns would have shown more 
gratifying results. The republican and 
civilian elements in China are not so 
strong that they can afford to spend 
their energies on fighting each other. 

In justification of SUN, YAT-sEN it 
might be said that he probably was not 
powerful enough to control the forces 
which he mobilized in the struggle 
against the Manchu dynasty. The 
republican movement was in large 
measure a capitalization of the his- 
toric divergencies between ‘south and 
north. The sinews of war for the 
twenty years of agitation and organi- 
zation that preceded the fall of the 
monarchy Were derived by Drv. SuN 
from Chinése residents abroad; and 
these are for the greater part Can- 
tonese. With the establishment of the 
republic the ancient antagonisms re- 
appeared. South China’ is industrially 
the more advanced section of the coun- 
try, with a labor movement not very 
impressive in. itself, byt constituting @

fair fighting nucleus in the midst of a 
vast apathetic population, Sun Yat- 
sEN'sS. flirting with Bolshevist ideas 
was probably dictated by tactical con- 
siderations. Any slogan was welcome 
that would pull the Chinese masses out 
of their ancient complacency. — ; 

The much-discussed awakening of 
China is bound to be a slow process. 
It may-not be altogether paradox to 
suggest that the process might have 
been accelerated if.China’s perils from 
the outside had come a little nearer 
home than they actually did. There 
is nothing like a good stiff dose of 
foreign domination to wipe out sepa- 
ratist tendencies within a backward 
country and foster the national spirit. 
When China was most direly beset 
during the period after the Boxer re- 
bellion Chinese patriotism was at its 
strongest. SuN YAT-SEN ts one of the 


three big figures in Asia’s history of 
the last twenty-five years, the other 
two being GANDHI and KEMAL Pasha, 


The latter two have been successful in 


building up a national spirit because 


they have had to deal with an 
“enemy ’’ from the outside. China, 
left alone by the Powers, has not yet 
found the remedy against factionalism. 


THE CAPE COD CANAL BILL. 
About the merits of the bill passed 
by the House of Representatives on 
Monday, to make the United States 


Government owner of the Cape Cod 


Canal, there can be no dispute. On 
the sole ground of the strategic value 
of that waterway to the military ser- 


vices the acquisition of it would be 


justifiable. The Government took it 


over during the war, and would de so 
again in a similar emergency. But for 
the passage of vessels of war with a 


draft of more than fifteen feet it would 
have to be deepened. Only the Gov- 


ernment would do that work. The 
canal under private ownership has not 
been a financial success, although toll] 
charges have been all the traffic could 


bear. And it is doubtful whether the 


canal could be made to pay by in- 
creasing the depth to thirty feet or 
more, as the toll rates would have to 
be advanced. More ships, and ships 
of heavier tonnage, would go through, 
but not enough, it is estimated, to pro- 
vide for fixed charges. When the 
Government acquires the canal, as it 
will eventually if not now, new con- 
struction would be required to make 
it a military as well as a commercial 
waterway. But is this the time to 
take money out of the Treasury and 
assume the obligation of bonded in- 
debtedness to pay for the Cape Cod 
Canal? 

The opposition to the measure in the 
House, which mustered 131 
when it was passed by a majority of 
18, had no stronger argument to offer 
than the duty of economy. “If I 
were in favor of buying this canal,’’ 
said Mr. McKrown, ‘‘ I would not be 
“in favor of buying in the 
“ present condition of the Treasury of 
“the United States and the present 
“ condition of the country.” But that 
argument the Senate may regard as 
strong enough, for while the actual 


price put upon the canal in the con- 
tract embodied in the Winslow bill is 
$11,500,000, the army engineers esti- 
mate that the minimum cost of im- 
provements would be $10,000,000. 
Such calculations usually turn out to 
be deceptive. Then there would be the 
continuing cost of maintenance. Is 
the acquisition of the canal by the 
Government urgent? It is a matter 
for the Senate to weigh. 

If the Senate’s judgment is that the 
price asked for the canal is fair, and 
that considerations of economy do not 
warrant further postponement of 
transfer to the Government, there is 
no sound reason why «the Senate 
should not pass the bill. As far back 
as Aug. 8, 1917, when the United 
States was at war with the Central 
Powers, Congress directed the Secre- 
taries of War,; Navy and. Commerce 
“to investigate the Cape Cod Canal 
‘‘ with a view to its acquisition by the 
“Government as a toll-free canal,” 
and the Secretary of War was author- 
ized to negotiate for its purchase. The 
project has been approved by Pres- 
idents WILSON, HarpDING and Coo.ipas, 
and by Secretaries Baker, DANIELS, 
WEEKS, Densy and Hoover. At pub- 
lic hearings it was shown that the 
canal was a commercial as well as a 
military necessity, and had been a 
saver of life and property as a short 
cut between Buzzards and Massachu- 
setts Bays.

80N has written to THE

of carbon monoxide coming from 


the exhaust pipes of automobile en- 
gines in’ action. Mr. HUTCHINSON, 
who is’ more amiable under crit- 
icism than most people are, admits the 
difficulty of understanding how making 
combustion more nearly perfect can de- 
crease the amount of combustion’s in- 
evitable products—the carbon oxides. 
He says that he does not understand 
it himself, and that he only knows that 
@ report made to him by competent 
analytical chemists who examined for 
him exhaust gases when his secret sub- 
stance had been, and had not been, 
added to the gasoline consumed, shows 
that up to a certain point the addition 
of the substance did cause a measur- 
able reduction in the carbon monoxide 
content of the gases. 

This is mysterious, he says, but many 
other mysterious things have been ac- 
complished of late, just as was this 
one through an accidental discovery, 
made while pursuing another line of re- 
search. 


An examination of the chemists’ re- 
port, which Mr. HUTCHINSON kindly en- 
closed .in his letter, does something 
more than hint a solution of this par- 
ticular enigma. It shows, just as he 
described, a reduction of the carbon 
monoxide that continued as more of his 
substance was added to the gasoline, 
until ‘what evidently was-too much of 
it had been put in, and then an Increase 
began. One notices, however, ‘that as 
the carbon monoxide decreased and in- 
creased, the carbon dioxide increased 
and decreased in-almost-exact ratio, the 
total amount of oxidized carbon remain- 
ing practically the same all through the 
tests. 

That is exactly what was to. have 
been expected, and-there is nothing’ in 
the phenomena observed that any chem- 
ist could not explain after a moment's 
thought. 

As carbon dioxide Ms less deleterious 
than carbon monoxide, though far from 
a beneficial gas to breathe in large 
quantities, the change effected by Mr. 
ee device is probably desir- 
able.

Chandler P. Anderson Replies Again to Objections Raised By George 


W. Wickersham to 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In Mr. Wickersham’s letter in THE 
New Yorke Trmeg today, replying to my 
letter of May 10 about the proposed 
World Court, he says in conclusion that 
the. real trouble with this “improved 
plan” is that ‘‘it cannot be expected to 
meet with the approval of any of the 
hations which have united in the forma- 
tion of the existing court.” 

I do not. know by what authority Mr. 
Wickersham speaks for the members of 
the League, but I doubt that they will 
find the proposed changes as unac- 
ceptable as he believes: ™ 

As to the proposed jurisdictional 
amendment, “he says that it is not in- 
tended that the court shall have juris- 
diction over ‘‘all matters especially pro- 
vided for in treaties and conventions in 
force” unless they are referred to it by 
the parties. If that is true, could any 
member of the court have any objection 
to amending the provision as proposed, 
in order to avoid any possible future 
misunderstanding on this point? 

He also admits, that so far as the 
United States is concerned the submis- 
sion of a case must be by special agree- 
ment, which has received the approval 
of the Senate!’ That being true, what 
objection’ can there be to an express 
statement of this condition which is in- 
variably stated in all arbitration treaties 
made by the United States? 

As to the proposal that the court 
should not render advisory opinions con- 
cerning questions which the Unitea 
States considers are of purely domestic 
concern, he remarks that the court’ is 
not obliged to render any advisory opin- 
ion, and he points out that it recently 
refused to render an advisory opinion 
in a controversy between Finland ana 
Russia. He may be interested to know 
that the principal reason why the court 


refrained from rendering an advisory 


opinion in that case was because ‘“‘the 


Russian Government absolutely repudi- 
ated the claim of the so-called League 
of Nations to intervene in the question 
of the internal situation of Carelia and 
stated that any attempt on the part of 


any power to apply to Russia the article 


of the covenant of the League relating 
to disputes between one of its members 
and a non-participating State would be 
regarded by the Russian Government 
as an act of hostility to the Russian 
State.”’ 

Does any member of the League of 
Nations think that it is advisable to in- 
vite a rebuff of this character, or that 
it tends to international good feeling 
to force a nation into such a hostile 
attitude in order to prevent interference 
with its domestic concerns? 

Mr. Wickersham takes me to task for 
pointing out that his statement that. the 
whole world, except the United States, 
Russia, Ecuador and Mexico, were in 
the League Court is incorrect, because 
Germany, among other States, is not a 
member of that court. He retorts that 
Germany was a party to the recent case 
before the court, and that a German 
Judge sat as a temporary member of 
the court in that case. The case he re- 
fers to is ‘‘the S. S. Wimbledon,”’ and 
Mr. Wickersham will find, if he exam- 
ines the decision of the court, that in 
that case Germany was not there volun- 
tarily, but because compulsory jurisdic- 
tion of the court over that case was 
imposed upon Germany by the provisions 
of Articles 380 and 386 of the Treaty 
of Versailles. 

Mr. Wickersham will also be inter- 
ested to learn that in addition to the 
United States, Russia, Ecuador, Mexico 
and Germany and her former ally, Tur- 
key, nine other States have not signed 
the protocél for the court, and eleven 
States which signed the pfotocol have 
not ratified it. These, States comprise 
nearly all of Latin America, including 
the five Central American republics, also 
Argentina, Bolivia, Chile, Colombia, Do- 
minican Republic, Paraguay and Peru, 
Thus there are twenty-five States in ad- 
dition to the United States which have 
not become members of the League Court 
and many of these are members of the 
League of Nations. 

Mr. Wickersham further. criticizes the 
‘improved plan’’ on the ground that it is 
not a reorganization of the League Court

It does not appear on what authority he 
makes this stdtement, but if he will ex- 
amine the proposed plan he will find tha‘ 
it is required to be submitted to tne 
third Hague conference, and it will rest 
with the States participating to decide 
whether the proposed World Court should 
be an entirely new court, or a transfor7 
mation of the League Court into a World 
Court. It is distinctly stated in the plan 
that ‘‘the simplest solution would be to 
separate the existing court from the con- 
trol of the League of Nations, and estab- 
lish it independently by a new interna- 
tional convention, without destroying its 
identity, but making the changes re- 
quiredby its new status.’”’ It would seem 
that this question could appropriately be 
decided by the nations themselves, when 


the proposal is submitted to them. 

Mr. Wickersham dissents from my 
statement that “if any court is to make 
laws for the world, it Should be a World 
Court, and not the League Court.”’ That 
would seem to be a perfectly self-evident 
proposition and certainly the burden is 
on Mr. Wickersham to show the con- 
trary, and how the United States would 
fare better in the League Court than in 
the World Court. But he has not 
troubled himself to argue the question 


thus raised. 

On this point I recommend to Mr. 
Wickersham’s attention the following 
statements made by David J. Hill in The 
Saturday Everiing Post, last August: 

It is not humanly possible for a court 

constituted as the Permanent Court 
of International Justice is constituted— 

every Judge, except one, belonging to

League for its existence, being chosen,

As illustrating the reluctance of the 


League to participate with the rest of 
the world in the development and codi- 
fication of international law I cited in 
my last letter the refusal of the League 
to call a third Hague conference for 
that purpose as recomménded by the 
committee of jurists which drafted the 


League Court plan. Mr. Wickersham 
undertakes to explain the League’s re- 
fusal to adopt this recommendation by 
showing that Mr. Root, who was a mem- 
ber of that committee, stated in 1921 
that the time was not then ripe for 
such a conference. That was in 1921, 
however, and nothing has since been 
done about it by the League. The fail- 
ure of the League to act is a reason 
for rather than against reopening the 
question of calling a third Hague con- 
ference, as proposed by the Lodge reso- 
lution. 

Mr. Wickersham’s objection to estab- 
lishing any legal principles to control 
the decisions of the Court is admirably 
answered by the following extract from 
an editerial nm The American Journal 
of International Law for April, 1923, 
by- Professor Charles: Noble Gregory. 
Speaking of the League Court, he said: 


The large conclusion as to the future 
course of this very high tribunal which 
is suggested with much force is that it 
will evolve such juristic rules and con- 
ceptions as it sees fit, controlled by no 
code and but little, if at all, limited by 
judicial precedent or scholastic opin- 
ion. If it is called to deal with such 
international questions as may be dis- 
cerned in the offing, even by our some- 
what -short-sighted and  optimistie 
statesmen, it 18 apparent that it will 
probably register in perfect good faith 
and with supreme confidence exclu- 
sively the views and policies of Eu- 
rope. What those views and policies 
will prove to be as to the rights of 
Indian, Japanese and Chinese nation- 
als on -our shores, in our schools, in 
our_ lands and in a claim, always ap- 
pealing, for equal treatment who can 
say? In the matter of enemy’s prop- 
erty and the vast sums claimed in 
relation thereto, in the matter of in- 
ternational debts which are owed to us 
in billions by the countries to which 
these Judges belong, who can foresee 
their conclusions or anticipate “their 
decisions?

PARIS, May 15.—Baron D’Estour- 
nelles de Constant, Senator from the 
Sarthe Department, died here this 
morning after @ lengthy illness, aged 
73. Baron de Constant was married 


to an American, Miss Daisy Sedgwick 
Berend. He played a very considerable 
part in French public life and interna- 
tional politics, being famous all over the 
world as one of the greatest champions 
of pacifism. 

aving embraced a diplomatic career, 
de Constant rapidly made his mark. 
He was appointed councilor of the 
French Embassy in London and later 
became minister plenipotentiary. He 
represented France in Tunis, Monte- 
negro, Turkey and Holland, He en- 
tered politics in 1895, when he was 
elected a Deputy, and became Senator 
in 1904, since when he has continuously 
been a member of the Senate, belong- 
ing to the Democratic. Left, He was a 
writer of great talent and distinction, 
having been honored by the French 
Academy, De Constant presided over 
the ~parlilamentary group for interna- 
tional arbitration and was President of 
the European Centre of the Carnegie 
Foundation, He was French delegate 
to The Hague Conference and also a 
member of the Permanent Arbitration

Baron de Constant visited the United 
States several times. In 1911 he ad- 
dressed audiences in many American 
cities on the general subject of ‘‘The 
Uselessness of War," calling attention 
to the superiority of arbitration as a 
method of settling disputes among na- 
tions. Although his whole natural 
tendency was against the World War 
he responded to the call of the conflict 
like a loyal Frenchman, displaying espe- 
cial interest in the measures against 
German submarines. In October, 1918, 
he declared that no armistice should be 
considered until every German soldier 
had left French territory. He em- 
hatically opposed the terms then of- 
ered by Germany, saying: ‘I have 
given all my life to the defense of peace, 
ut this is no peace. It is only one lie 
more, and a new trick for the prosecu- 
tion of the war, Peace with the Hohen- 

lierns and their military caste is no 
onger possible.'’ The Baron, with Leon 
Bourgeois, presented to Premier Clemen- 
ceau in December, 1918, a plan for bring- 
ing about a ‘Society of Nations.’’

Distinguished Surgeon Received 
Many Notable Honors. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 15.—Dr. Er- 
nest Laplace, noted surgeon and well 
known in French circles here and in 
Europe, died today at his home from 
heart disease. Dr. Laplace had con- 


tributed much to the advancement of 
surgery and medicine and was the in- 
ventor of the first forceps for intesti- 
nal anastomosis, He was the author of 
numerous articles vn surgery of the 
brain and the Intestines and on anti- 
septics apd was the recipient of high 
academic” recognition for his achieve- 
ments. 

Elected to the French Academy in 
1203, he was also created an officer of 
the Legion of Honor by the French 
Government, In 1923 he was made a 
Knight Commander of the Order of St. 
Gregory the Great by the Pope. 

Born in New Orleans in_ 1861, Dr. 
Laplace’ was educated at Georgetown 
College and received his medical degree 
at the Untversity of Loulsiana, later 
studying at the Faculte de Medicine in 
Paris. He was a _ pupil of Pasteur, 
Lister, Koch and Billroth. Dr. La- 
lace was Professor of Surgery in_the; 

raduate School of Medicine of the Uni- | 
versity of Pennsylvania and was con-| 
nected with other local medical insti- 
tutions. He was identified with many 
medical societies here and abroad.

WARN OF FORGERIES 
IN MONEY ORDERS 


Post Office Officials Say Mer- 
chants Are Being Victimized 
With Stolen Blanks. 


NUMEROUS CITIES FLOODED 


Storekeepers Asked to Cooperate 
With Postal Authorities—Two 
Suave Men Sought. 


The New York Post Office issued a 
warning to merchants and hotel-keepers 
yesterday that two suave forgers are 
plying their trade in and near this city 
by offering stolen money orders. Sev- 
eral thousand money order blanks have 
been stoien in different parts of the 
country within a few months. Each 


one can be made out and passed for 
amounts up to $100. 

Chief Postal Inspector C, H. Clarahan 
based his warning upon the theft of 167 
money orders from a Buffalo drug-store 
branch post office on Oct. 2 last. Ac- 
cording to Inspector Gurnie A. Smith, 
all but 100 have been eashed for sums 
from $50 to $100 and tor a total of about 
$5,000. A number of New York depart- 
ment stores have been victimized. 

The thief, Inspector Smith said, has 
| been identified as Irving Greenwald, 
| alias Irving Green, Richard Collins, B. 
J. Nelson and J. C. Alderman and he 
was sentenced recently by Federal Judge 
Winslow to seven and one-half years at 
|} Atlanta. Most forged money orders re- 
turned to the Post Office bear the name 
“J. C. Alderman.” : 

Only yesterday morning, Mr. Smith 
|said, he received word from the post- 
|master at Springfield, Mass., that @ 
|}man and woman had passed a $90 money 
order upon a clerk at the Worthy Hotel, 
several nights ago. The next day the 
couple attempte to cash one at a 
Springfield drug store, but departed 
when the druggist left the store to get 
the money. In both instances the name 
“RF, R. Delaney” was used. 

Inspector Smith gaid the stolen blanks 
have turned up in Syracuse, Utica, Troy, 
Schenectady, Albany, -oughkeepste, 
Yonkers, Mount Vernon, New Rochelle, 
White Plains, Hoboken, Newark, Hart- 
|\ford and Bridgeport. Usually the man 
jmakes a small purchase and obtains 
change for a $75 money order. 

“T would urge merchants to telephone 
tne post office when a customer prof- 
fers a postal money order, letting us 
know its number,’’ said Inspector Smith.

Dr. Benes, on Way to Rome, Stops 
Off for Talk With Yugoslav 
Foreign Minister.

VIENNA, May 15.—Foreign Minister 
Benes, who arrives tonight in Rome 
straight from his conference with the 
Yogoslavian Foreign Minister, Dr. 
Nintchitch, makes no secret of the fact 


that his whole journey ts of the greatest 
importance and concerns the future 
policy of the Little IEntente. 

Before “leaving Prague, Dr. Benes 
stated that his journey concerned above 
all the Italian-Czechoslovakian treaty, a 
link in the long logical chain of Czecho- 
slovakian foreign policy which aims at 
obtaining a precise definition of the rela- 
tions of other States to Czechoslovakia. 
Dr. Benes also referred to his system of 
treaties which he calls guarantee com- 
pacts designed to establish permanent 
peace in Europe. 

Dr. Benes and Dr. Nintchitch met in 
Veldes and during two excursions into 
the mountains decided on the future 
policy of the Little Entente. Dr. Benes 
explained that since the last meeting of 
the Little Entente many important things 
had happened affecting the foreign 
policy of both countries and making it 
necessary for the ministers to meet be- 
fore Dr. Benes’s journey to Rome, Both 
nations had agreed to follow exactly 
the same policy in the future, having 
the same interests. Dr. Benes imparted 
his intentions concerning the Rome jour- 
ney whereas Dr. Nintchitch gave de- 
tailed information regarding the French- 
Yugoslavian negotiations. 

It is now said that the meeting of the 
Little Entente at Prague .may take 
place in October after Dr. Benes’s visit 
to the United States, instead of in July, 
as originally announced.

One of Five Alleged Bandits 
Captured as Police Recover 
Truck After Chase. 


NO CLUE IN JEWEL THEFT 


Brooklyn Couple Report Loss of 
$10,400 In Hold-Up at Home— 
Bank Messenger Robbed. 


Quick action by a passer-by and three 
shots by a policeman saved to the 
American Tobacco Company a motor 
truck and $20,000 worth of cigarettes 
yesterday afternoon and resulted in the 
capture of one of five men alleged to 
have stolen the machine on upper Broad- 
way. 

The truck had been driven from the 
company’s warehouse at Park and Nos- 
trand Avenues, Brooklyn, by Joseph 
Christ of 1,492 Hoe Avenue, the Bronx. 
With him was his helper, Joseph Laza- 
rus, of 640’ Sumpter Avenue, Brooklyn. 
They were to distribute the goods in

were crowded to the curb by a touring 
car containing five men, all with caps 
pulled low. Four of the five sprang out 
with pistols and forced Christ and 
Lazarus into the touring car, in which 
they made off with their prisoners.

HAYES DEDICATES 
COLLEGE BUILDINGS 


Cardinal Officiates at Ceremonies 
at Manhattan, From Which 
He Was Graduated. 


Three thousand persons gathered in 
the quadrangle of Manhattan College, 
2424 Street and Spuyten Duyvil Park-’ 
way, for the dedicatory ceremonies of 
the new $2,600,000 buildings yesterday 
afternoon and cheered lustily when Car- 
dinal Hayes, the chief speaker, said that 
most of the credit for their erection be- 
longed to the Reverend Brother Thomas, 
the President of the College. Cardinal 
Hayes was a graduate of the institution 
in the class of ’88, and Cardinal Munde- 
lein of Chicago a year later. 

“This is one of the happiest moments 
of my life,’’ Cardinal Hayes said, speak- 
ing from an open air pavilion above 
which a green end white awning 


snapped in a stiff breeze. ‘‘In my _ stu- 
dent days I often dreamed of buildings 
like these, but I never expected to see 
them. I am somewhat bewildered at 
what has happened to myself recently 
and I don’t know whether these build- 
ings are a part of that dream or not. 

“But sometimes dreams come true, 
Brother’*Thomas dreamed and the glory 
and credit for this splendid achievement 
must be laid at the feet of this man 
of God and man among men. I am 
proud to stand here and pay tribute to 
my Alma Mater and to rejoice with my 
former teachers who teach me at the 
present hour and will continue to do so 
until I die. 

‘“‘How important it is in the confusion 
and uncertainty of the hour that there 
are men and women who know the way 
to truth and light. We have seen the 
world try the experiment of force and 
physical power and have seen kingdoms 

o down when they tried to keep their 
oundations on the basis of force. The 
world has turned to intellectual power. 
Intellectual power must have its founda- 
tion on spirituality—the spirit of Christ. 
It is that spirit for which this and simi- 
lar institutions stand. It is erected, 
not only under our own dear flag, bit 
under the Cross. 

‘“‘May the benediction invoked by the 
Church come down on this institution. 
We cannot find liberty unless we: kneel 
at the feet of the Saviour and friend of 
all mankind—Jesus Christ, our Lord.’’ 

Frank Pierrepont Graves, Commis- 
sioner of Education and President of 
the University of the State of New 
York, extended the greetings of the 
Board of Regents of that institution 
and said that the elevation of former 
Archbishop Hayes had ‘“‘shed almost as 
much honor on us non-Catholics as on 
the members of his own flock.”’

FULLER JURY FOUND 
RENDIGS'S MIND SET 


Refused to Discuss Case and 
Voted for Acquittal From Be- 
ginning, Two Testify. 


AN EDITOR ON THE STAND

Says the American “Maintained” 
Eldlitz, Missing Witness, Because 
Latter Feared for His Life. 


Two jurors in the third trial of Ed- 

ward M. Fuller on a bucketing indict- 
ment, called yesterday by the prosecu- 
tion in the trial of Charles W. Rendigs 
in General Sessions on a second degree 
perjury charge, testified that Rendigs, 
who also was a juror in the Fuller trial, 
had voted for the broker’s acquittal 
from the beginning of their delibera- 
tions. They also said Rendigs refused 
even to discuss the case in the fifteen 
hours which preceded their dismissal by 
Judge Nott because they could not 
agree, 
, The calling of the jurors as witnesses 
Was a procedure unusual in the annals 
of the courts of this county. ‘William 
J. Fallon, who was counsel for Fuller in 
the criminal proceedings which followed 
the $5,000,000 failure of Edward M. Ful- 
ler & Co. in 1922, objected strenuously 
to their testimony being admitted, but 
was overruled by Judge Talley. 

The witnesses, Gilbert W. Newhouse 
of 170 West Seventy-fourth Street and 
Frank Gaudiener of 219 Dyckman Street, 
said that Rendigs, at the outset of their 
attempts’ to discuss the evidence with 
him in the jury room, declared that he 
had made up his mind and could not 
be swayed. Mr. Newhouse, undet cross- 
examination by Mr. Fallon, admitted 
that Rendigs at one time sald that he 
would vote for conviction if the Fuller 
books were produced before the jurors 
and revealed that Fuller knew of the 
bucketing transactions by the firm. 

Rendtgs is accused of having sworn 


falsely, when called as a juror in the 
Fuller trial, that he did not know Ful- 
ler, his partner, Willlam F. McGee, who 
also pleaded guilty to the bucketing 
charge, nor Mr. Fallon, and the latter's 
pastare in the defense of the two bro- 

ers, Hugene F. McGee. Fuller and his 

artner in the brokerage business have 
estified in the Rendigs trial that they 
saw Fallon and Rendigs in conversation 
before the first of the three Fuller 
trials, all of which resulted in disagree- 
ments. 

The last witness who called for the 
prosecution by Assistant District At- 
torney Hugo Wintner was Victor Wat- 
son, Assistant Publisher and Managing 
Editor of The New York American. He 
said that he had known Fuller and 
McGee, the brokers, from a short time 
after their committment to Ludlow 
Street Jail for contempt of the Federai 
Court, during which time they pleaded 
guilty in General Sessions and were 
sentenced to terms of from _ fifteen 
months to four years in Sing Sing by 
Judge Nott. 

Under cross-examination by Mr. Fal- 
lon, Mr; Watson admitted the receipt 
of a letter from Ernest Hidlitz, a miss- 
ing witness in the Rendigs case, at 
about the time Eidlitz disappeared, after 
having been secreted in an apartment 
on the upper west side. A woman wit- 
ness previously had testified that WHid- 
litz told her during his stay in_the 
house that he had been promised §$20,- 
000 by The New York American to tes- 
tify against Mr. Fallon, who is under 
indictment for contempt in the Fuller 
case, and had received $9,000, but was 
fleeing the jurisdiction of the court be- 
cause he had been told he would not 
receive the $20,000 unless Mr. Fallon 
was convicted. 

Mr. Watson said that the letter, which 
he had thrown away, did mention some- 
thing about Eidlitz not getting the 
money promised him. 

Mr. atson admitted that a lawyer 
named Chadbourne had advanced $500 
to Bidlitz, but denied that the money 
was paid him by Chadbourne so that 
it would not appear that the newspaper 
was paying him. The witness admitted 
also that WBHidlitz had stopped at his 
home for some time and that Eidlitz also 
had lived with him at the McAlpin 
Hotel. 

“T understand you were around when 
the letter was written,’’ replied Mr. 
Watson, when Mr. Fallon insisted on 
learning more of its contents. He 
added that a man, whom he referred to 
as ‘‘Mr. X.’’ and whom he had recently 
seen talking to Mr. Fallon in the cor- 
ridor of the Criminal Courts Building, 
had told him that the lawyer had dic- 
tated the BHidlitz letter, after having 
sSurned the first draft of it. 

Mr. Watson denied, however, that an 
money actually had been paid to Eid- 
litz by The ew York American, ex- 
laining, ‘‘We maintained him, because 
e was in fear of death while in this 
city.”’ 

The defense will open its case this

Eugene O'Neill's play of mixed mar- 
riage was produced last night by the 
Provincetown theatrical experimenters. 
Macdougal Street stands where it stood. 
So, presumably, do Plymouth Rock and 
the Congo. As far as the play says 


anything, it belies the optimism of its 
title, li God's chillun may, indeed, 
have wings; but if one reads a lesson in 
this story it is that when white marries 
black the wings of both afe sorely 
cramped and lamed. The racial feeling 
of the negro is shown as no legs. strong, 
no less unreasoning, than that of the 
whites. The end of this marriage is 
tragic frustration and madness: 

Mr. O'Neill, to be sure, denies that he 
has any intention of reading a moral or 
eugenic lesson. His interest, he says, 
ig solely in his characters as men und 
and women, and in their individual pre- 
dicament. Except for an ignorant and 
factitious propaganda, his play wouid 
stand at that—or fall. A merely indi- 
vidual case let us grant it, then. 

One gees ‘Jim Crow” and “Bila 
Painty-Face’’ as children on the side- 
walks of New York. Or, rather, oné 
did not see them last night, the Mayor's 
office having retused to license the 
necessary child actors. The director, 
Jaines Light, came before the curtail 
and read the scene. What it says is 
that among children race prejudice is 
not strong. Jim and Ella are good 
friends—Jim, perhaps, with the addition 
of @ touch of puppy love. 

Adolescence develops in Bila the nor- 
mal race feeling. Perhaps it is a little 
more than normal, for she is an Irish 
blond with flaming hair and the hectic 
pink complexion of her kind, In either 
case, she scorns Jim’s mute adoration, 
taking up wrth thet ward bruiser and 
bully. It is only after Mickey has cal- 
lously . discarded her and hér illegiti- 
mate child, long after It, that she listens 
to Jim. 

it is in the character of this young 
negro that Mr. O’Neill’s talent as a 
dramatist conspicuously shines, and in 
Paul Robeson, who creates the part, he 
has a very able ally, it was Mr. Hobe- 
son who played the hero of Miss Wi- 
borg's négro drama, both in its original 
production here and when: Mrs. Patrick 
Campbell produced it in London, and he 
has lately made his mark here in the 
title part of “The Emperor Jones.’

He can scarcely grad- 
uate from gchool' and fails miserab) 
and repeatedly to pass his bar exami- 
nations. His love for Ella nas an ani- 
mal ere and intensity, yet withal 
a fine nobility of the spirit. If one 
thought of Uncle Tom, one thought 
also of Othello. 

All this Mr. Robeson denotes with ad- 
mirable directness and ity—admir- 
able force, too, and even “— It is a 
pertormance that gtips attention and 

ingles in the nerves. And it is very 
deéply pathetic, with the ee one 
feels for a dumb creature hysical 
suffering. There are gleams. of intelli- 
gence also, intelligence of the solider 
and more intrinsic sort. Jim's mother, 
and especialy his clever and highly edu- 
cated sister, are as instinctive and as 
cruel in their prejudice against Ella as 
she is in her revulsion from the world 
of negroes. Jim mediates between them, 
calmly and wisely if quite ineffectually. 

Ella is less interesting, perhaps in- 
tentionally so. From the first her 
character ig unstable, her mind flighty. 
Under the stress of her life among 
Jim's folk, she becomes hysterical, de- 
mented—murderous in intent. Mary 
Blair sustained the part very ably, but 
did not succeed in carrying complete 
conviction. Thée much discussed scene 
in which Blla kisses Jim's hand is a 
by incredible mingling of genuine af- 
éction and demented fancy. 

Altogether a painful play, in spite of 
its touches of fine sympathy and in- 
aspiration.

STOKOWSKI DEFENDS JAZZ. 


Sousa Conducts His Latest Compo- 
sition at Concert.

PHILADELPHIA, May 15.—Modern 
American melodies and rhythms includ- 
ing jazz, came into thelr own tonight 


when 8,000 persons gathered in the 
Grand Court of the anamaker Store 
in honor of music week, heard a unique 
concert that ranged through all the 
wide variety of American-made music 
and had as its climax an earnest defense 
of Jazz as the holder of ‘wonderful 
ossibilities for the future” by Leopold 
tokowski.

WHOLESALE MARKET. 


BETTER PRICES BID 
AT SMITH RUG SALE 


List Figures Nearly Equalled in 
Several Instances and 
Matched in Some. 


Better prices for some offerings than 
at previous sessions prevailed yesterday 
at the rug auction of Alexander Smith 
& Sons. Bighteen thousand five hundred 
bales brought $990,000, but the pace of 
the business lagged somewhat in com- 
parison with’ the activity of the first 
three days. Bids were still on the whole 
considerably below the Smith quotations 
of May 1, but in a number of instances 
they nearly equaled the list prices and 
in a few even matched them. 

Buying by jobbers was again‘ heavy. 
Wholesalers and retailers and catalogue 
houses were well represented in the bid- 
ding. ‘‘Balances’’. caused competition, 
being in especial demand by ‘the big 
buyers. ° 

Altogether $3,476,300 has been realized 
from the four days’ selling. In the 
March auction the total for the same

They probably will be 
disposed of today and about $4,500,000 
realized from the auction, Business will 
be begun. at 9 o'clock, with Lot 1622, 
9*by 12 Wilton fringed velvet rugs, as 
the first offering.

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RAILROADS REDUCE

CHICAGO, May 15.—Rallroads repre- 
senting 96 per cent: of the mileage of 
the country had authorized expenditures 
for permanent improvements and new 
eulpment for 1924, up to April 1, ag- 
gregating * $766,000,000, nnouncement 
was made at the close of a joint meet- 
ing here~today of the American Rail- 
way Association and the Association of 
Railway Executives, which was attend- 
ed by presidents of most of the rail- 
roads.

French frances, after several days of 
strength, sponsored by the determination 
of the Government to support the franc, 
broke sharply yesterday, Weakness in 
London, which preceded our opening, 
brought out a heavy line of offerings In 
the preliminary trading, causing an 
overnight decline of 3% points, at 5.85% 
cents.

A 
covering™ movement at the close turned 
it back to 5.81% cents In well-informed 
quarters the renewed weakness was at- 
tributed to the uncertainty which sur- 
rounds the make-up ef the new French 
Cabinet, together with the plan of the 
Socialists to scrap the recent 20 per cent.

SMITH’S RAIL PLAN 
ATTACKED BY HYLAN 


Mayor Criticizes Legislation to 
Enable Loans for Elimination 
of Grade Crossings. 


Mayor Hylan yesterday, in a letter to 
Maurice E. Connolly, Borough Presi- 
dent of Queens, arraigning the Long 
Island Railroad for seeking to divert 
the people’s money to pay for the 
elimination of grade crossings, at- 
tacked a measure that had been spon- 


sored by Governor Alfred E, Smith. 

The Mayor chose as his_ particular 
target the concurrent resolution en- 
acted by the recent Legislature looking 
to a State constitutional amendment 
‘to permit the State to loan about $300,- 
000,000 of the people’s money to the 
railroads to eliminate grade crossings.”’ 

That particular piece of legislation 
was one of Governor Smith’s pet meas- 
ures. He personally caused’ it to be 
introduced during the last session. He 
backed it strongly with a special mes- 
sage and with all his influence and 
power as the State’s Chief Executive. 
The Mayor's letter follows: 
City of New York, 
Office of the Mayor, 
May 15, 1924. 

Hon. Maurice E. Connolly, 

President, Borough of Queens, 

Dear Sir—I want to thank you sin- 
cerely for the service you are render- 
ing to the people of the City of New 
York, particularly in the Borough of 
Queens, in their fight against the 
Long Island Railroad and the transit 
interests. 

Wretched service, daily growing 
worse; the discontinuance of lines, 
bringing great inconvenience to the 
people, and attempts to curtail even 
the *present inadequate service by 
cutting off numbers of, cars, are all 
part of the plan of the railroad op- 
erators to embarrass the administra- 
tion and to get incréased fares. They 
will go to any length to accomplish 
these objects. 

The Long Island Railroad intends 
to slip from under the obligation to 
pay for the removal of dangerous 
grade crossings. To make the people 
pay for these grade crossing changes 
is the consuming ambition of that 
railroad. 

Do you know that at the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature the railroads 
had a concurrent resolution enacted, 
which will probably be _ introduced 
again next year prior to its going to 
the people for approval or disappro- 
val, to amend the Constituion so ha 
the State may be permitted to loan 
about $300,000,000 of the people’s 
money to the railroads to eliminate 
grade crossings? 

And do you know that the repay- 
ment of this money to the people is, 
according to the concurrent resolution, 
to be made ‘‘so far as practicable’’? 

The Republican Assembly would 
have done much better and been en- 
titled to merited commendation if they 
had joined with the Democratic mem- 
bers to remove from public office such 
holders as McAneny 
and Harkness, who are paid their sal- 
aries by the people, but do not work 
in the interest of the people. These 
transit twins go out of their way to 
help the railroads impose heavier bur- 
dens upon the people and oppose ev- 
ery public official who honestly en- 
deavors to protect the people from 
such impositions.

A TARIFF TEST CASE. 


Constitutionality of the 
Provisions Involved. 


A move to test the constitutionality 


of the flexible provisions of the Tariff 
act of 1922, which gives the President 
the authority to adjust rates of duty 
within a range of 50 per cent., was 
made yesterday at a meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the National 
Council of American Importers and 
Traders, Inc., held at the Hotel Astor. 
A comprehensive plan for the test was 
submitted by the legal advisers of the 
organization. This will be studied by 
the members of the council and final 
action will be taken at a meeting to be 
held on May 29. 

It is the contention of the organization 
that Congress has no power to grant 
authority to the President for the re- 
vision of the rates of duty as provided 
in the Fordney-McCumber tariff law. 

Another matter taken up at the nieet- 
ing dealt with the question of a parcel 
post covenant with Switzerland ana 
other countries with which the United 
States has no agreements at the pres- 
ent time, Frederick Ent, of the Bank- 
ers’ Trust Company, heads a commit- 
tee which will take up this question 
with the postal authorities in the near 
future. The aim is to eliminate certain 
difficulties which now exist in parcel 
post traffic with countries with wich 
the United States has no postal cove- 
nants.
